Six more Denver election officers have 
been sentenced to Jaii by the Colorado 
Supreme Court. District Judge Mullins 
yesterday delivered a strong charge to 
the grand Jury in his county, referring 
tn vigorous terms to an alleged conspir¬ 
acy to deprive of 'the governorship & 
man who was honestly elected. 


Dr. S. A. Bradley and Fred Hoerter 
w*ere re-elected Live Stock Inspector 
and assistant, respectively, for Louis¬ 
ville by the General Council last night. 
In the upper board the effort to with¬ 
draw the ordinance Imposing severe re¬ 
strictions on automobiles failed. 


•President Hawkins, of the Burley 
Tobacco Growers' 1 Company, has called 
another massmeeting of the growers 
for next Monday at Lexington. He 
says unless the growers' raise the $500,- 
000 capital stock, the movement to con¬ 
trol the output will fail. 


It is reported in Chicago that the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad is ne¬ 
gotiating a lease- of the Nashville. 
Chattanooga and St. Louis rood, and 
that the Louisville and Nashville will 
Itself be leased to the Atlantic Coasi 
Line. 


Wilson Burns, a farmer of Rochester.

OTHER OPINIONS IN THE CASE. 


Frankfort, Ky.. Dec. ft.—[Special.]— 
For the third time the Court of Ap¬ 
peals has reversed judgment of the 
Scott Circuit Court holding Caleb Pow¬ 
ers guilty of conspiracy In connection 
•with the assassination of Gov. William 
Goebel. It sets aside the Judgment im¬ 
posing the death penalty for the crime, 
and remands the case to the lower 
court for a fourth trial before a Jury. 
On former hearings Powers was given 
a life sentence In the State penitentiary. 
The opinion of reversal was handed 
down at to-day’s session of the court, 
at which four written opinions were 
delivered by the seven members yf the 
body. The majority opinion wa* hand¬ 
ed down by Judge Barker, and concur¬ 
red In by Judges Settle. Burnam and 
O’Rear. It was dissented from by 
Judges Paynter, Hobson and Nunn. A 
dissenting opinion was delivered 
by Judge Paynter, concurred in by 
Judgft Nunn. A separate opinion was 
delivered by Judge Barker, dealing with 
the question of formation of the Jury, 
the alleged Federal question on which 
It has been announced an appeal would 
be taken to the Federal Court in event 
of an affirmance of the death sentence 
by the court here. In another opinion 
Judge O’Rear concurs in this separate 
opinion by Judge Barker. Chief Just¬ 
ice Burnam also concurred in the sep¬ 
arate opinion of Judge Barker.

Opinion of Reversal. 


The opinion of reversal, that meeting 
with the approval of four of the seven 
members of the Appellate Court, bases 
the court’s action on what It calls three 
errors of the court below; flret, refusal 
of the court to give the defendant lime 
In which to discover and file additional 
grounds for new trial; second, the pro¬ 
nouncing of sentence on the same day 
the verdict was returned into court; 
third, statement* made in argument to 
Jury by the late T. C. Cam^be)

In meeting 
these alleged errors. Judge Paynter, in 
his dissenting opinion, says that it Is 
to be regretted that the <*ourt reverse* 
the judgment for two reasons which 
this court has time and again held 
were not grounds for a reversal, that 
in doing so it ha* failed to regard two 
sections of the Criminal Code of Prac¬ 
tice, and many of the previous decis¬ 
ions of the court. That the record here 
shows that Power* was in. If nor the 
chief one, in the conspiracy which re¬ 
sulted in th* assassination of William 
Goebel, anu that upon such a state of 
case the court should in this, as it hu* 
done In many otiher eases In obedience 
to the provision* of the Criminal Cod*, 
refuse to revere* a ease for errors which 
could not have and did not prejudice 
the substantial rights of Powers. He 
says the statements of the late Col. 
Campbell iHe’ lury were not preju¬ 
dicial to tfie rights of the appellant, 
and that the special trial Judge, the 
Hon. J. E. Robnlns, of Mayfield, but 
followed the provisions of the Criminal 
Code of Practice when he declined to 
give unusual oddltotna) time for discov¬ 
ering grounds for new trial, and when 
he switanced the defendant on the last 
day of the special term of the court at 
which he was for the third rime found 
guilty. The objectionable remark of the 
late Col. Campbell was a reference. In 
his speech to the Jury, to the fact that 
the Jury which gave Jim Howard a life 
sentence In prison had originally voted 
eleven for the Imposition of the death 
penalty given him In hi* first trial and 
one for a. life eentence.

The majnrty opinion of the court, fol- 
[ lowed by the dissenting opinion of 
Judge Paynter nnd the pc pa rale opin¬ 
ion erf Judge Barker. Is herewith given 
In full:

Majority Opinion. 

This case Is here for the third time: the 
opinion on the firet appeal is to be found 
lu 110 Ky.. 386. and that on the second In 
the 24th Kv.. Uw Rep.. 1<X»7. 

When »o Important a ease ns this come* 
to the Appellate Court for the third time, 
when the evidence has been, practically, 
the same In each trtat. and when both 
the State and the accused have been rep- 
ryaented by counsel eminent for their 
learning, their Industry and their loyalty 
to the trust committed to their keeping. 
It will be found that the substantial 
questions raised have In a large measure, 
at least, already been adjudicated. 

, The record before affords no exception 
to the rule as stated. Wp And that now. 
as upon l>oth of the former hear Inga, the 
validity of the pardon Issued by \V. S 
Taylor to the accused, for the offense 
with which he stand* charged, is urged In 
bar of the prosecution against him: that 
It Is again Insisted that the •'ommen- 
wealth’S evidence was not sufficient to au¬ 
thorise a submission of the case to the 

Jury, and that n peremptory instruction 
should have been awarded at Its close; 
that those witnesses, who are called ac¬ 
complices of the accused, should not have 
been permitted to testify against hint 
without first extending Judicial amnesty 
to them by dismissing the Indictments; 
and that the court erred In the Instruc¬ 
tions which were given to the Jury. AH 
of these questions were directly passed 
ujK>n on the former nppralt). as were 
most of the question* of the admission 
and rejection of testimony. We shall not 
• xtend this opinfon, either by a re-state¬ 
ment of the farts so amply s-rt forth in 
the opinions upon the former appeals, nor 
shall w.-» examine In detail the multitude 
of questions of mere practice, which 
find ready elucidation bv a reference to 
the principles established by those opln- 
loriF. But there are two questions pre¬ 
sented which are new, and, we think, 
substantial.

Conspiracy To Murder. 

rt »* hardly necessary to recall the fact 
that the accused was jointly Indicted by 
the grand Jury of Franklin county with 
James R. Howard nnd others for a enn- 
sp.racy to murder William Goebel; that a 
separate trial was demanded and award¬ 
ed these two. and that a change of venue 
WAS granted the accused whereby the case 
ugait*t him was transferred for trial to 
the Scott Circuit Court; that the trial of 
James R Howard In Franklin county, Just 
prior to the last trial of this case, result, 
ed In his conviction ami his penalty fixed 
at confinement In the penitentiary for life; 
that it was the th<*ory-of the Ommon- 
wealth, which As officers undertook to 
establish by evidence, that llowkrd fired 
the shot by which Ooebet was murdered; 
that In the main. If not altogether, the 
same counsel represented the Common¬ 
wealth upon the trial both of Howard and 
Powers. 

Upon the last trial of the rase in the 
Circuit Onirt. after the evidence was 
heard. T. C. Campbell, who had assisted 
the Commonwealth's attorney in the trial 
of Howard, nnd also In the trial of the 
case at bar, made the following statement 
In hi* argument to the Jury: “Howard 
was not hung, but eleven of the twelve 
Jurors who tried him were In favor *>f 
hanging him and one was for life Im¬ 
prisonment. and the eleven had to come 
to one.” This languor** was objerted to 
by counsel for the appellant, and the court 
wa* requested to exclude *.t from the con¬ 
sideration of the Jury. This motion was 
overruled, and the statement of the coun¬ 
sel allowed to remain with the Jury, thu* 
stamped with the approval of the Judge 

W* are of the opinion that under all the 
circumstance* of thla case the court erred 
In not sustaining the motion in tregard to 
this statement of counsel.

Campbell** Statement Obnoxious. 

No ci»«e ever friedJn Kentucky spring. 
Ing from more exciting causes, or arous¬ 
ing more party passion than did those 
of James B. Howard nnd Caleb P*«wer». 
We venture to say that there is scarcely 
a citizen within the confine* of the State 
who doe* not know, in u general way. the 
evidence for and against these men. and 
who has not some son of opinion of their 
guilt or Innocence. On the theory of the 
State, Howard actually committed the 
murder of a man then claiming to be. 
and afterwards adjudicated to he the Gov¬ 
ernor-elect of the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky Howard had been sentenced 
only to life Imprisonment. The accused, 
on the theory of the Commonwealth, was 
merely an accessory l>efore the fact to 
this murder. It could not be overlooked 
that the Jury who were to fix his sentence. 
If he was found guMty, know- what verdict 
th» Jury rendered In the Howard case, 
and It wa* not unnatural that a specially 
employed representative of the Common¬ 
wealth. ardently desiring to Impose the 
death penalty In tht* case, should seek to 
weaken, the effect on the Jury's mind of « 
less penalty having been meted out to the 
chief offender Trie counsel In question 
(since dead) had a national reputation a« 
B i r.mined hwver. and It is said of film 
that hi* appeals to the Jury were made 
with passionate eloquence and great 
dramatic power. There wa* not, and could 
not have been, legally, any evidence In 
the case warranting the obnoxious state¬ 
ment; It wa* a gratutlmi* declaration 
without lawful foundation. In substance 
and effect conveying incompetent evi¬ 
dence to the Jury. \

The Attorney General concede* In his 
brief, a* he did upon the argument at bar. 
that the »UUtMnent was Improper and un¬ 
warranted His only contention In regard 
to it Is that, It wa* not prejudicial. This 
Ikoaittkvn i* untenable. \Ve can conceive 
no statement, whlcii coimsel could have 
made, more certainly fraught with dan¬ 
ger to the accused, or which was mure 
likely to arouse [Mission or prejudice in 
the minds of the Jurors, than that undiT 
consideration.

It is 
ImpXHalbh? for us to allow this verdict to 
starxl. based, as It Is. tn part, at hast, 
upon Improper testimony not even butt¬ 
ressed about toy the sanctity of an oath, 
and which tire accused rouM neither m^ot 
contradict nor explain.

RUSSIANS ATTACK NIGHTLY. 


BUT THE BESIEGERS ARE RE¬ 
PELLING ALL ASSAULTS. 


JAPS BATTERING THE SHIPS 


Of the Russian Fleet and May Force 
Them To Attempt a 
Sortie. 


NO LET-UP IN OPERATIONS. 


Tokio, Dec. 6.—Noon.—The Russians 
are nightly attacking 203 Meter Hill. In 
a determined endeavor to retake the 
summit of the ground in contention. 

The Jt&panoae are increasing their de. 
fenres on the position, and have suc¬ 
ceeded so far in repelling all the as¬ 
saults. The Russians have suffered the 
heaviest losses, and It la estimated that 
they have sacrificed 3.000 men In an ef¬ 
fort to recapture the greund. which the 
Japanese are confident of th^ii ability 
to hoid. 

Observation* indicate that the garri¬ 
son Is feeling the ehortage of men. 

The work* against Sungxhu mountain 
and the forts to the eastward are pro¬ 
gressing speedily, and all Indications 
point to an early general assault, al¬ 
though the elate when It will begin is 
kept aecret. 

It is expected that the next general 
ascault will prove successful. 

The effective bombardment of the 
Russian battleships in Port Arthur, 
w hich began on Haturday last, was one 
of the results of the capture of 203 
Meter Hill. Up to that time the war¬ 
ships had been able to seek shelter 
from the Japanese fire under P*»lyu 
mountain, tout the capture of 203 Meter 
Hill November 29-30 enabled the Ja¬ 
panese to train their gun* on the Rus¬ 
sian vessels, wlfih the result that a 
number of them have been set on fire 
and the others mutt'either put to sea 
or suffer lrreparat4e damage. 

• • • 

Report of the Besiegers. 

The Port Arthur besiegers report as 
follows: 

“On Saturday. December 3. our naval 
gur* bombarded the enemy's ships. The 
Poblada (battleship) was struck six 
times, a vessel of the Retvlxan (battle¬ 
ship) type was hit eight times, and on 
other ships sixteen shells took effect. 

”On Monday, following the same 
plan, Pobleda w-as hit seven times, the 
Poltava (battleship) eleven times and 
the Retvisan eleven times. At about 
3 o’clock In the afternoon one of our 
shells struck a magazine south of Peiyu 
mountain causing a heavy explosion. 
The conflagration which followed was 
not extinguished for two hours 

‘•^he same day our heavy gun* were 
directed at the enemy’s ship*. The 
Peresvlet (battleship) was struck twice 
and tw f o more shell* were lodged in 
other ships. A vessel of the Poltava 
type was observed to be on fire for one 
hour, sending up a great volume of 
smoke. 

The attacking operations against the 
Sungahu mountain forts eastward are 
carried on day and night. Two 36-miH- 
meter quick-firers were captured Sun¬ 
day In a half moon fort defending a 
counterscarp on Rlhlung mountain.”

The Toklo estimate that the Rus¬ 
sians lost 3.000 men In the attempt to 
recapture 203 Metre Hill is deciured to 
be absurd, and It Is pointed out that 
surh a loss would Imply the vlrttril 
crippling of .the resistance, yet the re¬ 
ports from Tokio admit that Gen. 
Rtoessel continues to make counter at¬ 
tacks. 

Emperor Nicholas will start on De¬ 
cember 14 on a ten days* trip to Minsk, 
the Caucasus and the Don to bid fare¬ 
well to troops ordered to the Far East. 

LACKING IN CONFIRMATION 

Is the Rumored Sweeping Victory of 
Gen. R-ennenkampff. 

Mukden. Dec. 6.—The report that 
Gen. Rennenkumpff has administered 
a heavy defeat to the Japanese con¬ 
tinues to circulate among the Russian 
troops, but has not yet been officially 
confirmed. To the ©.irller rumor men¬ 
tioned abo\e. there Is added the report 
tha»t the Uuf^ar.s have succeeded In 
carrying off twenty-four guns, which 
they captured in the rout of the Jap¬ 
anese. but were at first unable to re¬ 
move, owing tb a crossfire from the 
Japanese forces. 

There Is no ipenersl change In con¬ 
ditions at the front to-day. 

ARREST OF CHINAMAN 

Possibly May Indicate a Plot To Kill 
Gen. Kuropatkin. 

St. Petersburg, Dec. 6.—A very curi¬ 
ous dispatch has been received from 
a correspondent at Gen. Kuropatkin’s 
headquarters about the arrest of a 
Chinaman who was found in possession 
of 500 feet of fuse used In detona-tlng 
high explosives.

7.—“We may see In thl* 
message the words of Police Constable 
Roosevelt of the International Police.” 
say* tho Dally Chronicle, in an editor¬ 
ial* article this morning, the sentence 
concentrating the aspect of the mes- 
eage of the President of the United 
States which most forcibly presents

Oberlin, O., Dec. ft.—President C. T. 
Beckwith wus. practically in a state of 
collapse to-day as a result of the try¬ 
ing ordeal through which he passed 
yesterday in ccmneotlon with his hear¬ 
ing before the United State* Commis¬ 
sioner at Cleveland. Beckwith is com- 
pleteiy prostrated and his grief is pitl- 
j ful.

Why should I stand the brunt of 
all this (rouble which ha* been directly 
brought about by the acts of that wo¬ 
man?” he cried. 

Continuing. Mr. Beckwith said: 

“l have every reason -to bplieve that 
the note* were genuine. Indeed. Mr.*. 
Chadwick swore they were. She sol¬ 
emnly declared that she had seen Mr. 
Carnegie write til* signature cm them. 
To voffitlrm this, she brought an attor¬ 
ney with her Who declared flhiu he was 
the legal representative of Mr. Carne¬ 
gie. and this attorney, whose name I 
cannot now state, declared that he 
knew positively that the signatures 
were genuine. 

“It Is true that we—Mr. Spear and 
myself—did indorse the notes, but of 
course vie hnd no idea that they were 
to be put to the us-» that they were af¬ 
terward. Then, again, we had the posi¬ 
tive assurance of Iri Reynolds, secreta¬ 
ry of the Wade Park Ranking Com¬ 
pany, at OleveOnnd, that he had the se¬ 
curities that Mrs. Chadwick claimed 
he had 

“Oh. My God.” exclaimed the old man. 
“if I could only have my life to live 
over again for the past two years that 
1 might save my name from thla great 
dishonor that ha* (befallen me.” 

BRANDED AS A FORGERY 

Is Alleged Receipt For $30,000 

Check Mrs. Chadwick Exhibited. 

Mansfield. O., Dec. ft.— Mrs. na®sle L. 
Chadwick made two or three visits to 
Maiwsfield. rolled upon Judge Brucker. 
president of the Bank of Mansflehi. 
and attempted to negotiated a loan of 
$30,000 through him. Site also called 
upon the lav firm of Cummings.

TO INTRODUCE BILL REDUCING 
THE ELECTORAL VOTE. 


SURPRISE IN THE SENATE. 


Agreement Reached To File Motion 
Asking That the Case of James 
Howard Be Advanced. 


NEGRO CRUM AGAIN NOMINATED 


Washington. Dev. ftWSpecial.]—Sen¬ 
ator Platt, of New York, announced 
this morning that he would to-morrow 
In trod ure a bill cutting down the elec¬ 
toral vote* of certain States. This la 
the first suggestion of Crumpeckerixtng 
which has bobbed up in the Senate 
since the Lodge Force Bill was before, 
that body. It is. therefore, important 
a* indicating that the Republicans of 
the upper bran ah of Congress are be¬ 
coming Imbued with the spirit of 
many members In the House In the 
matter of the reduction of the South’* 
electoral vote. Senator Platt says hla 
bill will be aimed at all the Ptat*»a 
whldh have restricted franchises, that 
it Is not aimed at the South In particu¬ 
lar. It Is well known, however, that 
where Massachusetts would lose one or 
two members by such legislation tht 
South would lf*e sixteen, the figure 
said to be agTeed upon by the PlaU 
bill. 

• • • 

Confers With Negro Bishop* 

It may have been a mere coincidence, 
but shortly before It was learned that 
Senator Platt had joined the ranks of 
the baiter* of the South, the Senator 
was in conference with two negro 
blrhope. Bishop Derrick, of New York, 
and Bishop Scott, of Washington, who 
wore accompanied by the Minister front 
San Domingo. They remained with the 
Senator for some time. 

Senator Platt said he did not care to 
discus* his proposed measure In ad¬ 
vance of Its Introduction. 

”1 will,” said he, “introduce this bill 
lo-nlorj-ow (ind may give with It a 
statement explaining its ecope. The bill 
certainly ought to pars.” 

Tt Is understood that Senator Platt 
Introduces the bill largely through the 
Initiative of the New York Republican 
Club, which has on several occasions 
bitterly protested against the elimina¬ 
tion of the Illiterates In the South, and 
once went so far as to draw up a bill, 
which It is presumed Is very much m* 
the order of Senator Platt’s measure. 

• • • 

Surprise In the Senate. 


There was a good deal of surprise 
manifested In t.he Senate over the pro¬ 
posed action of the New York Senator. 
He has never taken a prominent part 
In legislation coming before the body, 
spending nearly all of hts time in the 
distribution of patronage. Since the 
triumph of Odell In New York, even 
this senatorial perquisite has been 
greatly curtailed, and Senator Platt is 
very much on the outride of the breast¬ 
work*. Odell has wreet^d from him 
the State machine nnd may send Black 
to the Senate to rucceed Depew. PlaU 
himself cannot be re-elected unless 
Odell yays so. The Senator Is, there¬ 
fore, .in a rather uncomfortable posi¬ 
tion, and working on the idea that 
“misery loves company.” doubt Ie#» 
want* to put the South In the worst 
straits posrlble. 

Representative Crumpaeker, the lead¬ 
ed of the reduction movement in the 
House, saw the President to-day. but 
declined to discuss the results of his 
visit.

Want Howard’s Case Advanced. 

It is understood that an agreement 
ha* been reached between Attorney 
Generp.1 Hays, of Kentucky, and W. M. 
Pmlthl whereby a motion to advance 
the case of James B. Howard against 
the Commonwealth of Kentucky will 
be made early In January. If the care 
is not advanced It will not be reached 
until this time next year. 

The Clerk of the Supreme Court lias 
received from W. M. Smith, counsel 
for Howard, his brief on the case. The 
arguments presented by Mr. Smith are 
those heretofore submitted in the c.isv, 
concluding as follows: 

“By the record herein It Is shown that 
at the time of the commission of this 
offense suspicion rested upon several 
persons, some of whom fled the coun¬ 
try, and others obtained pardons there¬ 
for from the Governor of the £tnie. 
Howard, the defendant In this coar*. 
did neither, but upon- .the contrary, 
when he learned that he hxd been in¬ 
dicted, being at (hie hrane In the eastern 
part of the State, immediately came to 
Frankfort, surrendered himself to the 
officer* of the law. and voluntarily, os it 
were, entered prison to await a trial, 
knowing at the time. too. thst the ex¬ 
citement at Frankfort was Intense nnd 
that to even charge one wtth complic¬ 
ity In this crime was to place rot only 
his liberty but hi* life in danger. He 
has thus - remained in pr'.fcm for nearly 
five years, and jw= s ta4nerl by Mint soma 
conectousness' which caused him first to 
surrender for trinl. he now submits hts 
case for final hearing.”

^Tliird-Termers Not Barred. 

Immediately aft*r fhe election rerortf 
were circulated expensively tint the 
President had determined upon a policy 
which he would pursue in regard to re- 
apputaUnent of Federal office-hcUlrr*. 
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It wnt* persistently reported thn*t all 
office-holders. even Including paatmas- 
tcrs, who had held two terms could not 
hope for reappolntmen!. There was 
nothing In th?s* reports, and appoint¬ 
ments will be made as heretofore under 
the old rule. Federal office-holders who 
come to th? President strongly enough 
Indorsed \>*dll be reappointed, at least 
the fact th«it lliey hiave served eight 
Y&XT9 will not necessarily militate 
rvpvilnirt them. It will be fonind that 
those office-holders who are removed 
have failed to bring enough pressure to 
bear upon the President to secure their 
reappointment, not that they are dis¬ 
qualified by an eight-year service.

Upon verdicts of conviction in cases of 
felony, the court shall not pronounce 
judgment mull two days after the judg¬ 
ment in rendered, unices the court be 
about to adjourn for the term." 

Unless wc are to hold that Section 283 
w^as enacted for no useful purpose. It 
contains a most solemn and vital right of 
the accused; Its meaning Is upon the sur¬ 
face; R inquires no reflection to under¬ 
stand It; It was enacted for the express 
puiTOM of giving the accuse t!m_* In 
which to show' cause against the sentence 
about to be pasted upon him. This trial 
was had during a special term of the 
court, and It cannot be said that, within 
the meaning of the code, the term wns 
about to end. because, having been call¬ 
ed for the purpose of the trial of this ca e. 
alone. It of necessity would not end ur.t i 
that was completed. The Jury wfcs 
through with their lal-ors, and were final¬ 
ly discharged, and there were no other 
Juries to be kept w& ting by the delay 
asked for the accused. The right of a 
defendant to the two days elapsing after 
hls conviction, and before the Infliction 
of the judgment. Is fully recognl* d In the 
cases of O'Brkn vs. Common wealth, 81*

Dissenting Opinion. 


The dissenting opinion by Judge 
Paynter. meeting the question* raised 
in the majority opinion, and In which 
he points out thut In not lers than 
one hundred cases the court here his 
held that It has no Jurisdiction to re¬ 
view action of a trial court for errors 
occurlng In the consideration of mo¬ 
tions for new trial, and repeatedly 
held that Judgment can be pronounced 
on the day court is to Anally adjourn, 
whether or not two days since rendi¬ 
tion of verdict have elapeed. is ulso 
given In full. He says that the ver¬ 
dict was In fact pronounced at a time 
authorized by the code, and that the 
remarks of Attorney Campbell were 
in nowise prejudical to the substantial 
rights of the defendant. The opinion 
follows: 

The count reverses this case on three 
grounds—fl'rst. tho court’s refusal: to glv> 
the defendant time in. wliich to discover 
and file additional grounds for a new' 
trial: second, sentence was pronounced 
on the same day the vr-ri'et wan return, 
ed: third, becau*^ of Hu remarks <*>f nn 
attorney rc-pres-entlng the Common wealth. 
The court in its opinion seems to consider 
the first two grounds as one. but they are 
more properly speaking separate grounds, 
nnd for that reason T have de^grmted 
them as two gTounds. Yet the same factx 
fU>* so interwoven to be pertinent In 
the corrsfck*ratkm of each. 

After a vrl*J lasting several weeks a 
verdict was return**! on the 2»th of Au¬ 
gust.

How It e«n 
be Mild that It Is nn nppeui to the brutal 
.nstlncts of the Jury to Inflict lire death 
penalty when the law of the land Imposes 
such a penalty Is beyond mv comprehen¬ 
sion. It should strike a good citizen with 
horror when one waylays and assassinates 
another, whether he b. Influenced bv a 
feeling of revenge, a desire to c. mmlt rob¬ 
bery or for the porpofe of holding on to 
a public office. Murder !• ji rrlm.< regird- 
lere of the motive which prompted it. 
There nro cases where none, except the 
death penalty, suits the crime committed. 
In a tTlrtl of a case counsel has the right 
to use legitimate Argument to convince 
the Jury of the guilt of the accus al and to 
have the penalty .mpnsed to suit the 
crime. It certainly not have been 

improper for counsel for the prosecution 
to have referred to the penalty Inflicted 
uj>on the assaspin of th? lamented Mc¬ 
Kinley of upon the slaver of the brilliant 
Garfield, nor utx>rt these who Were found 
guilty ns considrntors in taking the life of 
the patriotic Lincoln, it certainly would 
not have been objectionable to refer to 
the penalties imposed upon the Moll I e 
McGuire*.

Entirely Different Language. 

The objectionable language used by one 
of the anovreys for the Commonwealth 
In argu'ng ihk Jume* Howard cise was 
entirely different from that here com- 
rCalned of.

The Fourteenth Amendment. 

To this 1 cannot agree; It Is in contra¬ 
vention of our State, as well as of the 
Federal Conatitut’on.

1 hr stiprenw* Court of the United State**, 
the final arbiter in all rnattejs involving 
the Federal Constitution, ha* unlform»y 
held that the exclusion from Juries, grand 
or petit, of persons belonging to a clas*. 
for the sole reason that they b- long d to 
such class, is. as to a member of the 
excluded does being tried under a charge 
of crime, a deprivation of the eqnAl pro- 
tect'on of the laws. This question has 
gem rnJly arisen In cuses Involving the 
exclusion and trial of negroes. This 
might well be expected In tne confusion 
of adjusting the, rights of this tace from 
their forrm-r condition of slavery to that 
of citizens, under the Thirteenth. Fcur- 
tfenth and Fifteenth nm*ndmcntr. But 
the application of the principle und-tr dis¬ 
cussion is not confined to the rights of 
negroes; It extends to every pcrioti— 
whatever hls race, color or political affil¬ 
iation—if hls legal rights Imve been de¬ 
nied solely because thereof. For It is 
confined to laws which on their face in¬ 
volve invidious distinctions in providing 
legal prrtectlon, but extends to, and for¬ 
bids. such unjuet dinerlminatlcn by the 
executive and administrative officers of 
the State.

We cannot, therefore, divest ourselves 
of the duty of enforcing the right of the 
accused to "the equal protection of the 
laws;” we canr.ot ‘ ct>ncede to the Fedei*al 
JudJclao' a monopoly of this provision of 
the mationaJ Coaistltulion.

Right of Fair TriaL 

But the appellant la not forced to re- 
tKYri to the Federal U nirtitutior for the 
right to a fa^r and impartial trial; this is 
gimramced to him by the Constitution of 
tJi • State of Kentucky. Section 11 of that 
insiTuanwit is as follows: 

"In all criminal pro^tutlona the ac 
cueod has the right to bu heard by him 
re if and counsel; to demand the nature 
and cams** of the accusation against him; 
to meet l he witnesses fao.* ti> face, and 
to have convpuls'.iry process for obtaining 
witnesses in hls favor. He cannot be 
compelled to give evidence against hJm- 
relf. nor con ne be deprived of hls life, 
liberty or property, unless by the judg¬ 
ment of his peers or the laws of the land; 
and In prosecutions by indictment or in- 
formatlpn* he »»haJl have a speedy public 
trial by an Impart cU Jury of the vicintige; 
but th • General may i>rovl.de by 

a general law for a change of ventie In 
such prosecutions for both th*' defendant 
and tne Commonwealth, the change to be 
male to the most conv-nicni couttfy In 
which a fair trial can be obtained." 

Th** provision, that the accused "shall 
have a speedy public trial by an Impartial 
Jury of the vicinage." is found in every 
Constltutl.m adopted by the people of 
Kentucky; they are no Idle words; they 
constitute one of our most sacred p^rses¬ 
sions. and have Justly b\»«m regJtrded as a 
tower of stirong th in the foundation of our 
liberty.

MANY CONGRATULATIONS 

Rench Caleb Powers, Who Issues ft 
Statement, 

Caleb Powers was kept very busy 
yesterday afternoon receiving notes 
and telegrams of congratulation upon 
the action of the Court of Appeal. A 
constant stream of visitors, who 
wished to express their congratulation 
In person, made extra work for the Jail 
guards. Powers gave out the following 
statement: 

'The Court of Appeals has for the 
third time decided that 1 hove been 
given unfair and Illegal trials. So you 
s: e that it necessarily follow* that five 
years of my life have been illegally and 
wrongfully taken from tne. Yes, they 
have been more than t-aJten from me. 
for would it not have been much better 
If t could have died five years ago and 
come back to life again to-day. and 
been spared all the pales, humiliation*, 
ordeals and trials to which I have been 
subjected? 

"If I am guEty. a3 Is maintained by 
the prosecution, why don’t they give 
me a fair trial? They surely do not 
have to rrsort to perjured testimony 
and packed Juries In order to convict 
a guilty man: Why spend $100,000 ot 
the people’s money and lay heavy bur¬ 
den* of taxation upon them In order to 
convict me, If I am guilty’?' 

"This alone ought to convince the 
people that 1 am an innocent man. 
Other people, when they are charged 
with crime, have no BUch methods re¬ 
sorted to in their cases as have been 
resorted to In mine. Why should I be 
singled out to hAve $100,000 appropri¬ 
ated and Juries parked and witnesses 
bribed in order to bring about iny con¬ 
viction? 

"The public has had a glimpse of the 
perjured testimony against me, but 
only a glimpse. I know It all, and I 
felt the force of it all. But the public 
knows that Anderson, one of the star 
witnesses for the prosecution, made an 
affidavit to hls perjury. Noaks con¬ 
fessed hls, Ou>ton hxs recently forged 
a lot of witness claim* and has run 
away from hls. and Weaver has been 
Indicted for hls. 

"Other perjurers are known. Does it 
take all these corrupt and infamous 
methods to convict a guilty man? 
Then, If Culton, Golden. Cecil, Noaks & 
Co. are guilty of complicity In the Goe¬ 
bel murder, as is claimed by the prose¬ 
cution, why not try to convict them 
Instead erf giving them their liberty In 
exchange for testimony on which to 
take aw ay my life? 

The people do not Indorse such meth¬ 
od*. I believe that the rank and tHe 
of the Democratic voters of this State 
are honest and Justice loving and when 
they come to know of the awful wrongs 
done me they will drag from Ml. 
places those who have made their way 
to them on their denunciation and per¬ 
secution of me. I have great faith In 
the great heart of the great common 
people. 

"Look at Massachusetts giving 
Roosevelt 80.000 majority and electing a 
Democratic Governor; look at Minneso¬ 
ta. giving him 100.000 majority and 
electing a Democratic Governor; look 
at Missouri, giving Roosevelt 25.000 ma¬ 
jority nnd electing Folk, the Democrat¬ 
ic candidate for Governor, by a major¬ 
ity of 40,000.

damage suit. 

The attorneys who secured the In¬ 
dictment of Britton here were Messrs. 
Byrd and Jouett, of Winchester, who 
are Mrs. Marcum’s attorneys. Oock- 
rlil died In Lexington hospital on the 
night of the day on which the assas¬ 
sins flred on him from the second 
story window r in the Jackson court¬ 
house. This fact caused the Fayette 
county grand Jury to agree to an In¬ 
dictment Inasmuch as the Breathitt 
county grand jury*had refused to make 
a full Investigation of the case.

DISTRICT JUDGE MULLINS DE¬ 
LIVERS STRONG CHARGE. 


CONSPIRACY TO ROB ADAMS. 


Denver, Col., Dec. 6.—Six rnore elec¬ 
tion officials were sentenced to Jail to¬ 
day by the Supreme Court for disre¬ 
garding: the Injunctive order at the late 
election. They were; 

William Reid, S. S. Barker, John E. 
Dixon and John Sullivan, nine months* 
Imprisonment and $600 tine and costs 
each; Willis E. Spencer, four months* 
imprisonment; Charles W. Bund, three 
months' imprisonment. Sullivan was 
Democratic committeeman. Reid. Bar¬ 
ker and Spencer, Judges and Dixon and 
Bunch clerks In precinct nine of Ward 
Five In this city, the ballot box of 
which was opened In court last Friday, 
disclosing many fraudulent ballots. 

District Judge John I. Mullins to¬ 
day delivered his Instructions to the 
grand jury summoned by him In the 
Criminal Ctmrt. He charged It to 
“ make a thorough Investigation as to 
nil violations of the law growing out 
of the recent election. 

“In my opinion/* he said, “the lavish 
expenditure of money as has been wit¬ 
nessed in this county and State is 
criminal. 1 believe It to be at the very 
root of all of the crime and violations 
of the election laws whirl) have ac¬ 
companied our recent elections. 

“It ought to be made a criminal of¬ 
fense for any corporation to contribute 
to any political party. 

“It Is common talk on the streets and 
currently circulated In the newspapers 
that a conspiracy exists to deprive of 
the governorship of this State one of 
our citizens whom all good citizens, ir¬ 
respective of party, believe to have 
been honestly elected. It 1 b openly 
charged that to carry out this con¬ 
spiracy will Involve the unseating un¬ 
justly and illegally of certain members 
of the coming legislature. It Is also 
charged that immense sums of money 
have been collected from various cor¬ 
porations of this city and State to aid 
In this work. It Is charged that even 
after the official count was completed 
in many counties in the State and cer¬ 
tified to the proper officials, agents 
were sent out for the purpose of pro¬ 
curing some one member of these local 
canvassing boards to bring In alleged 
minority reports, with the hope that 
the State Canvassing Board could be 
Induced to violate the law and disre¬ 
gard Its oath bt office. This is a mat¬ 
ter that will Jtax your patience and 
ability, but I earnestly urge It upon 
.you for your most careful considera¬ 
tion/'

PASSAGE OF DARDANELLES 


HAS NEVER BEEN SERIOUSLY 
CONSIDERED BY RUSSIA. 


NO INQUIRY FROM ENGLAND. 


St. Petersburg. Dec. 6.—The agita¬ 
tion raised in the newspapers on the 
question of sending the Black sea fleet 
through the Dardanelles to Join Ad¬ 
miral Rojestvensky's squadron has 
been inspired by a faction of the Ad¬ 
miralty which Is anxious to see the 
Second Pacific squadron re-enforced to 
a point which will Insure victory, but 
there is not yet trie slightest evidence 
that Russia is seriously considering 
such a step. Tho subject is a popular 
one in Russia, where there has always 
existed much irritation against the 
manner In which the Black fleet is bot¬ 
tled up, but Russian diplomatists rec¬ 
ognize the difficulties surrounding the 
vexed question of the Dardanelles, and 
the Associated Press Is assured that 
the present discussion is without sig¬ 
nificance. 

The present treaties covering the 
Dardanelles. It is pointed out. do not 
provide for their renunciation. The 
only regular way to obtain their modi¬ 
fies tloh or abrogation would be by a 
congress of the Powers signatory to the 
treaties, similar to that of London In 
1871, which legalized the maintenance 
of Russia of a fleet in the Black sea. 
The other alternative is for Russia to 
simply announce her refusal to be any 
longer bound by the treaties, in which 
event the Powers would be compelled 
to adopt the measures which might 
seepi proper. 

Although egress from the Black sea 
might prejudice the position of the 
Mediterranean Powers, It is not be¬ 
lieved that any of them except Great 
Britain would act with the view to 
continuing what Russia has always 
contended to be an unnatural situa¬ 
tion. Orgeat Britain, however, would 
probably base her action upon the 
theory that the Japanese alliance com¬ 
pelled her to prevent the abrogation of 
treaties which Insure advantage to the 
enemy of her ally. 

In this connection a dispatch to the 
Novoe Vremya from London revives 
the story of the existence of secret 
clauses In the Japanese-British alli¬ 
ance, one of which, the correspondent 
claims, binds Great Britain to keep 
the Black sea fleet locked up, in return 
for which Japan agrees not to send 
Japanese ships to European waters. 
The Novoe Vremy’s argument that it 
is only necessary for Russia to ar¬ 
range with Turkey In order to liberate 
the Black sea fleet is pronounced by 
the Foreign Office to be absurd, it 
being pointed out that, if true, (4reat 
Britain or any other Power could ne¬ 
gotiate with Turkey for the Ingress of 
fleets without the consent of other tyi- 
slgnatoriea Instead of sending the 
Black sea fleet to Join Admiral Rojest- 
vensky s squadron some of the papers 
urge the immediate preparation and 
dispatch of another division of the 
Second Pacific squadron. 

That Great Britain does not consider 
the present agitation serious is shown 
by the fact that Ambassador Hurd Inge 
has not even made unofficial inquiries 
on the subject at the Foreign Office.

In the Balkans As Result of Dogger 
Bank Affair. 

London. Dec. 6.—Alfred Stead, who 
has Just returned from an extended 
tour of the Near East, where he came 
In close touch with those directly con¬ 
cerned with the future policies of the 
Balkan States, said to the Associated 
Press to-day; 

’British prestige has received a se¬ 
vere bkrw ini the Balkans, consequent 
upon what is there supposed to be a 
diplomatic victory for Russia in the 
Dogger Bank affair. Tills feeling has 
been largely created by colored dis¬ 
patches representing that there was a 
British backdown. The direct result 
has been largely to restore waning con¬ 
fidence In Russia.’' a 

Mr. Stead says he found Roumanians 
rejofclng over Russia’s defeats in the 
Far East, and Bulgarians and Servians 
beginning to believe it wit* time to look 
for another protector. He says the 
Turks were delighted, and even show¬ 
ing an attitude of defiance toward Rus¬ 
sia. 

“A month ago,’* Mr. Stead says, 
“Great Britain could have dictated the 
policies of the Near East States* but 
to-day a strong reaction has set in.” 

Notwithstanding repeated official de¬ 
nials, Mr. Stead fiays he firmly believes 
that Rusia has the Porte’s consent to 
take the Black Sea fleet through the 
Dardanelles. 

In the course of his tour Mr. Stead 
was received in audience by King Peter 
of Servta, Prince Ferdinand of Bulgar¬ 
ia, and King Cfarles of RkKumanU. He 
says all three of these monarchs dis¬ 
cussed the possibilities of a defensive 
alliance of hhe three countries. While 
their velws were expressed with the ut¬ 
most caution, it was plain that such an 
alliance was uppermost in their minds. 

SEEKS TO BE OFFICIAL 

STENOGRAPHER OF HOUSE. 


Washington, Dec. 6.—The Senate was 
In session for more than two hours to¬ 
day, and in addition to listening to the 
reading of the President's message re¬ 
ceived a preliminary report from the 
Merchant Marine Commission, witness¬ 
ing the Induction of Senators Knox and 
Crane into office, and in executive ses¬ 
sion referred the presidential nomina¬ 
tions to the proper committees. The 
session was characterized by an exten¬ 
sion of yesterday’s greetings among the 
Senators. 

The reading of the commissions of 
the two new’ Senators attracted more 
attention than usual In such cases on 
account of their prominence, and Sen¬ 
ators generally did not fall to note the 
peculiar wording of Gov.

Mrs. Pascmore Summoned. 


Chicago. Dec. C.—Xt to-day's session 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion Frank, J. Firth, chairman of the 
'Uniform Bill of Lading Committee/* 
testified that increased losses justified 
an Increase of freight rates by the 
railroad companies. Exception was 
taken to this statement by Attorney 
Levy Mayer, counsel for the prosecu¬ 
tion, who submitted statistics showing 
relative earnings of various railroads 
for 1902 and 190G. According to these 
figures the profits of the various rail¬ 
roads for 1903 were considerably in ex¬ 
cess of those of 1902. After a perusal 
of the figures Mr. Firth admitted their 
veracity. 

“It seems to me," said Commissioner 
Prouty, “that if you hold a pistol to a 
man’s head and, at your suggestion, 
he gives you his valuables he does not 
do It voluntarily; he has no alterna¬ 
tive. It appears that the shipper will 
not accept the 20 per cent, service be¬ 
cause he cannot afford to do it. Is It 
not the proposition of the companies 
to practically force the shipper to take 
the limited liability service because 
the companies do not wish to become 
the insurer?''

The Testimony. 

Mr. Firth said he could not speak ex¬ 
cept from his own experience; that on 
his road the experience was If the com¬ 
pany Insured the goods it was unable 
to tell In what condition they had been 
packed and was helpless in arriving at 
a just settlement. 

A number of witnesses at the after¬ 
noon session testified that no trouble 
was met with under the old bill of lad¬ 
ing in negotiating loans upon them 
from banks until the railroads an¬ 
nounced that a new bill would be Is¬ 
sued, and the so-called 20 per cent, in¬ 
crease was called to the attention of 
the bonkers as well as the words “not 
negotiable" which are printed on the 
new' bills. Then, the witness testified, 
the banks announced that they w’ould 
not handle such a proposition, and the 
shippers becjune frightened and sought 
the commission for a settlement of the 
question.

Abner Harris’ automobile ordinance 
establishing an examining board 
which is to issue licenses to allow the 
operation of motor cars In Louisville, 
will not die, unanimous consent to its 
withdrawal not being obtained last 
night in the upper board of the Gen¬ 
eral Council. Humphrey Knecht and 
G. Wallace Embry both thought the 
new ordinance a good one and refused 
to give their consent to Its withdrawal. 
The Revision and Railroad committees 
of the board will be culled to meet one 
day next week to consider Mr. Harris’ 
ordinance, and also one which was in¬ 
troduced some weeks since and which 
passed the lower board. The automo- 
bilists of Louisville object strongly to 
Mr. Harris’ ordinance. 

Charles R. Long, the president of the 
Louisville Water Company, will be 
asked to fill with water all the cisterns 
in Louisville which have gone dry be¬ 
cause of the unprecedented drouth of 
the past few months. Abner Harris, 
chairman of the Gas and Water Com¬ 
mittee of the upper board, will call on 
Mr. Long to-day and ask that the wa¬ 
ter he furnished without cost. Much 
difficulty Is being experienced by many 
persons in the city whose cisterns have 
gone dry. It has been customary to 
charge for the filling of cisterns by the 
water company. 

Dr. S. A. Bradley was elected Live 
Stock Inspector for the city, and Fred 
E. Hoerter Assistant Live Stock In¬ 
spector, without opposition, the two 
boards meeting In Joint session for the 
purpose of the election. The retiring 
City Attorney. Henry L Stone, was 
highly complimented in a resolution 
which was offered by Mr. Harris and 
adopted by the upper board.

Salary Ordinance Passed. 

The salary of the City Attorney was 
fixed at 35.000. the first assistant at

°nly two bidders off.-red to construct; 
the hydrnats. Mr. Smith said onlv one 
hid had been received at $140 per hv- 
druku and that recently the contractors 
hud refused to bid on a number of the 
hydrants, the presumption being that 
they had lost money on the ones at 
.>140. Capt. John H. Weller, chairman 
of the Board (if Public Works, was 
•culled on to explain the reason for the 
Increase In price. He said this was be¬ 
cause only five hydrants were let on 
the last bidding, this being ah emer¬ 
gency case. 

Opposition to fire hydrants was ex¬ 
pressed by Joseph Nevin, who snld that 
he u'ould oppose a large number of the 
hydrants being erected, and if the or¬ 
dinances were offered lie would vote 
against them. He favored cisterns for 
fire protection. Mr. Nevin said It 
seemed that only two biders can l»e 
found to bid on work to be let by the 
hoard, but he said this was not the 
fault of the Board of Public Works. 
After the general discussion the board 
then adjourned. 

MUCH ROUTINE WORK 

Disposed of By Lower Board In Busy 
Session. 

The lower board was called to order 
by Dr. Bernard Buckle, the president, 
sixteen members being present. The 
clerk read the list of all the ordinances, 
resolutions and other papers which, 
were in the hands of the old <om- 
mlttees and there were referred to the 
new committees. An ordinance grant¬ 
ing the K. and I. Bridge Company the 
right to construct a track across Mar¬ 
ket street, on its right of way along 
Thirty-first street, was referred. A 
resolution accepting the dedication. of 
land for new streets In the Eaat end 
of the city from William Atkins nn*l 
wife was also referred.

The ordinance* providing for 
the sule of a franchise for a street 
railway line, beginning at Shelby stfeet 
and Ornrsby avenue, and extending 
over Burnett avenue and Texas street 
tk» Goss avenue was favorably re¬ 
ported and passed. The pay-rolls and 
claims for November were passed and 
the board adjourned.

WHISKY TRUST'S $1.23 FIGURE 


Will Not Be Aocepted and the Basis 
of 91.24 Will Be ; Con¬ 
tinued. 


Cincinnati, Dec. <*».—'The board of dL 
rectors of the Chamber of Commerco 
here to-day unanimously approved the 
decision of Superintendent Charles A. 
Murray refusing to allow the local 
manager of the Standard Distilling arid 
Distributing Company, the so-called 
trust, to quote salea of spirits on tho 
basis of $1.23 a gallon on the official 
records of the association. 

On November 7 the Standard Distill¬ 
ing and Distributing Company quoted 
a sale of 146 barrels of finished goods 
on the b.'ujis of $1.23 a gallon. The in¬ 
dependents protested to Superintendent 
Murray, who, after a hearing, decided 
against the entry, holding that, while 
the actual sale Is unquestioned, the cir¬ 
cumstances are such that the quota¬ 
tion would not “serve a proper purpose, 
and therefore It is made void." 

The independent distillers and dis¬ 
tributors here have agreed on a basis 
of $1.24 a gallon for distillers’ finished 
goods. with selling at “regulation 
overs." It was In an effort to compel 
the local independents to quote on a 
basis of $1.23 that the Standard Dis¬ 
tilling and Distributing Company 
quoted the sale on that basis. On the 
wime day that company quoted the 
sale the books contained a quotation 
of 1.260 batrels on a basis of $1.24. 

The application of a local auctioneer 
to sell on the floor of the association on 
January 10 3,000 barrels of Bourbon 
w hisky for the Kentucky Distilleries * 
and Warehouse Company was also de¬ 
clared an irregular proceeding. This 
decision, however, is made on a tech¬ 
nical construction of the rule under 
which it is to l>e given, and continues 
that If the application- is made In regu¬ 
lar order the sale can proceed. It Is 
necessary for the auctioneer to secure 
the signatures of five members of the 
p.mrd of directors on his application.

Tht American people m*ed to 
continue to show the very qualities that 
th* y have shawm—that is. moderation 
good senee the earnest desire to avoid 
doing any damage, and yet the quiet de- 
fermarraUon to piococd. step by step, with¬ 
out halt and without hurry, eliminat¬ 
ing or at least In minimizing whatever 
of mischief or of evK there is to inter- 
gl ate commerce in the conduct of great 
corporations. They are tuning In no spirit 
of hostility to wealth, t Liber Individual 
or I'urporate. They nre rrert against the 
rich man any more than against the poor 
man. On the contrary, they «re friendly 
alike toward rich mnri and toward tvoor 
tuan, provided orgy that each act* In a 
spirit of Justice ami decency toward hts 
fc.lows. Great corporations are nec¬ 
essary and onlymon trf great and singular 
mental power can manage such corpora¬ 
tions ^uccess'fuJly.

The Government has recognized hero¬ 
ism uport the w'ater, and bestow*® medals 
of honor upon those persons who by ex¬ 
treme and heroic daring have endangered 
their lives in saving, or endeavortng to 
save, lives from the peril* of the sea in 
the waters over which the United States 
has Jurisdiction, or upon nn American 
vessel.

Railroad Accidents. 

Tho ever-incrwislng casualty list upon 
our railroads is a matter of grove public 
concern, and urgently calls for action by 
the Congress. Iti the matter of speed and 
comfort of railway travel our railroads 
give at least hb good service as those of 
any other nation, and there Is no reason 
why this service should not also be as safe 
a* human Ingenuity can make it. Manv 
of our lending muds have been foremoat 
In the adoption of the most approved safe¬ 
guards for the protection of travelers and 
employe*, yet the list of clearly avoid¬ 
able accidents continues unduly large. The 
passage of a law requiring the adoption 
of a olook signal system has been pro¬ 
posed to the Congress. I earnestly con¬ 
cur in that recommendation, and w*ould 
also point out to the congress the urgent 
need of legislation ill the Interest of the 
public safety limiting the hours of labor 
for railroad employes in tra^n service upon 
railroads engaged In Interstate commerce, 
and providing that only trained and'ex¬ 
perienced ptWons be employed In positions 
of responsibility connected • with the op¬ 
eration of trulns. C>f course nothing cun 
over prevent accidents caused by human 
weakness or misconduct; nnd there should 
bo drastic punishment for any railroad 
employe, whether officer or man. who by 
Issuance of wrong orders or by disoliedl- 
t?iwe of orders causes disaster. The law of 
1901. requiring Interstate railroads to make 
monthly report* of all accidents to pns5»en- 
gers and employes on duty should also 
be amended so as to empower the Gov¬ 
ernment to make a personal Investigation, 
through proper officers, ot all accidents 
Involving loss of life which seem to re¬ 
quire Investigation, with a requirement 
that the results of such investigation be 
mude public. 

The safety-appliance law. as amended 
by the act of March 2. 1903, has proved 
beneficial to railway employes, and In or-, 
der that its provisions may be properly 
carried out. the force of inspector* pro¬ 
vided for by appropriation tfhould t* late¬ 
ly increased. This service ia analogous to 
the Steamboat Iffopectlon Service, ami 
deals with even more Important Interests 
It has passed the exper!m«*ntal stage and 
demonstrated Its utility, and should re¬ 
ceive generous recognition by the Con¬ 
gress

A Grave Impropriety. 

There is no objection to employes of the 
Government forming or belonging to 
unions: but the Government can neither 
cHscrlmtuate for nor against nonunion 
men who are in its employment, or who 
seek to be employed under It. Moreover, 
It Is a very grave Impropriety for Gov¬ 
ernment employes to band themselves to¬ 
gether for the purpose of extorting im¬ 
properly high salaries from the Govern¬ 
ment. Especially is this true of those 
within the classified service The b-iter 
carriers, both municipal and rural, are as 
a whole an excellent body cf public ser¬ 
vants. They should be amply paid. Rut 
their payment must bo obtained bv argu¬ 
ing tbMr claims fairly nnd honorablv be¬ 
fore the Congress, and not by banding to¬ 
gether for the defeat of those Congress¬ 
men who refuse to give promlaen which 
they cannot In conscience give. The Ad¬ 
ministration ha« already t-sken steps to 
prevent and punish abuses of this nature; 
but It will be wise for the Congress to 
supplement this action by isgidAtJoir.

Bureau of Corporations. 

The Bureau of Corporation* has made 
careful preliminary investigation of many 
important corporations. It w-ill make a 
special report on the beef industry. • 

Tho pnliyy of the bureau 1» to accom¬ 
pli-rh tne purposes of Its creation by co¬ 
operation, not antagonism; by making 
constructlvp legislation, not destructive 
prosecution, the immediate object of !t* 
Inquiries; by conservative Investigation of 
law and fact, and by refusal to Issue in¬ 
complete and hence nee--ssar'ly Inaccurate 
roports. Its policy bring thu« one of open 
inquiry Inio, and not attack upon, busi¬ 
ness. the bureau has been able to gain 
not only the confidence, but, betier still, 
the co-operation of men engaged in legiti¬ 
mate? business. 

The bureau offers to the Congrosselhe 
means of getting at the cost of production 
of our various great staples commerce. 

Of necessity tne careful Investigation of 
special corporations will afford the com¬ 
missioner Knowledge of certain business 
fuels, the‘publication of which might he 
an Improper infringement of private 
rights. The method of making public tho 
results of these investigations afford-*, un* 
d<-r th* law. a means for the protection of 
private rights. The Fongress will have all 
facts except such as would give to another 
corporation information which would In- 
Juru the legitimate business of a compet¬ 
itor and d<*troy the Incentive for individ¬ 
ual superiority nnd Thrift. 

The Bureau has aJ«o made exhaustive 
examinations Into the 1-gal condition un¬ 
der which corporal?' business Is carried 
on In tho various States; Into all Judicial 
’decisions on the subject, and Into the va¬ 
rious systems or corporate taxation In use. 

I call special attention to the report of 
the chief of the bur*nu; and T earnestly 
ask that the Congress carefully consider 
the report and reroinmonlatlona of the 

commissioner on this subject

Insurance and Rebates. 

Tho business of Insurance vitally affects 
the groat mess of th*» people of tho Uhl ted 
States nnd Is "national ami not local In Its 
appliesrIon. It Involves a multitude of 
tr.xusa 1 Ions among the people of the dif¬ 
ferent States and between American com¬ 
panies and foreign Governments. I urge 
that the Congress carefully consider 
whether the power of tho Bureau of Cor¬ 
porations cannot '■onstitutlonally be ex- 1 
tended to cov'r Interstate transactions in 
insurance. 

Above «n else, w© must strive to lc*ep 
tho highways of oomroere- open to all o;» 
equal terms; and to do this It Is necessary 
to put n. oomfT»loto stop to all robates. 
Whether the shipper or the railroad l* to 
blame* mokes no difference; the roba^o 
mug be flopped, the a feu ires of the private 
ear and private terminal track and aide- 
track system must be stopped, and the 
Initiation of the Flfly-elghth C‘«?ngre?H* 
which declare# lr to he unlawful for any 
person or corporation to offer, grant, give. 
roIlcH, accept, or recei\ , e any.rebate, con¬ 
cession or discrl ml nation In respect of the 
traimportation of any property in inter¬ 
state or foreign commerce whereby si*r h 
property shall by any device whatever be, 
:ianap rte*1 at a l. s* mtethan that, n *me I 
in the tariff# published by the ca r rled I 
must he enforced. For some rime nft*r 
the enactment of the act to regulate com¬ 


ic* a good thing, but only If It goea hand in 
hand with Improvement, nnd not deteri¬ 
oration, physical and moral. The over¬ 
crowding of cltlea and draining of coun¬ 
try district* are unhealthy njjd ©ven dan¬ 
gerous symptoms In our trwxfrm life. We 
should not permit overcrowding In cities. 
In certain European elvie# It is provld«-d 
by law that the population of towns ahull 
not be allowed lo rxceed a very limited 
density for a given area, *0 that the in¬ 
crease in density must be continually 
pushed back Into a broad zone around the 
center of the town, this zone having great 
avenue# or parks within It. The death 
rate statistic* ahow a terrible Increase In 
mortality, and especially In Infant mor¬ 
tality. In overcrowded tenement*. The 
poorest families in tenement house# live 
In one room, and It appear* that In thru* 
one-room tenement* the avenge death 
rate for a number of given cities at home 
and abroad V* About twice what it Is fq a 
two-room tenement, four times what It is 
In a three-room tenement, and eight times 
what tl Is In a tenement consisting of fujir 
room* or over. Thrae figures vary some¬ 
what for different cities, but they approx¬ 
imate In each city those given above; nnd* 
In all enaes the increase of mortality, and 
especially of Infant mortality, with the 
decrease In the number of rooms u*ed by 
the f.tmlly and with the exmacquent over¬ 
crowding Is fttratllr.g. The slum exact* .» 
heavy total of death from thoac who dwell 
therein; nnd this ;s the case not merely 
In the great crowded shim# of high build¬ 
ings In New York and Chicago, but in the 
alley slum* of Washington. In Washing¬ 
ton people cannot afford to Ignore the 
harm that it cause#. No Christian and 
civilized community can afford to show a 
happv-go-lucky lack of concern for the 
youth of to-day; for, If s'*, the community 
will have to pay a terrible penalty of 
financial burden and sorts] degradation In 
the to-morrow. There should be severe 
child-labor and factory InspectImr law*, it 
ta very desirable that married women 
should not Tvork In factories. The prime 
duty of tho woman i* to be the mother, 
the housewife. All question# of tariff and 
finance sink into alter In-dgqlflcanoe when 
compared with the tremendous, the vital 
importance of trying to ehjpc condition# 
#0 that these two duties of th«* man «nd 
Of the woman can be fulfilled under rej- 
sonabiy favorable circumstances. If n 
race does not have plenty of children, or 
if the children dr* not grow up, or f 
when they grow up they me unhealthy In 
body and stunted or vicious In mind, ttvn 
that race is decadent, and no heaping 
tip of wealth, no splendor of momentary 
m iterla! prosperity, cun uvall In any de¬ 
gree as offset*.

The making of forest reserve* within 
railroad and wagon-road laud-grant lim¬ 
its wild hernifter. a# for the pti*t three 
years be so managed os to prevent the 
l« c ue.*under the net *>f Jun* 4. lS9i, of base 
for exchange or Heu aeJeotion (ucuafiy 
en'loti ccrlp) In atl case* where forest 
reserves wlthtn area# covered by land 
grunt* appear to be essential to the pros¬ 
perity of settlers, miners or others, the 
Government lands within such proposed 
forest reserves will, as in the recent past, 
be withdrawn from sale or entry pend¬ 
ing the completion Of such negotiations 
with the owners of the lapd grants :ib 
will prevent the creation of so-called 
scrip.

*A Forest Service. 

The creation of a forest service in the 
Department of Agriculture will have for 
ll# Important results: 

First—A better handi ng of nil forest 
work, because It will be under a single 
head, and because the vast nnd ltidis- 
peiumble exiwrrlenve of the department In 
all m#tter* pertaining to the forest re¬ 
serve#. to forestry In general, and to oth¬ 
er forms of production from the soil, will 
b© »ms:i> and rapidly accessible 

Second—The reserves themselves, being 
handled from the point of view of the 
man m the field. Instead of the man in 
the office, will bo more easily anti more 
widely Ii.-c*fu! td the people of the IVeat 
than ha# been the casr hitherto. 

Third—Within a comparatively #hort 
time the reserve# will become self-sup¬ 
porting. Till# I* important, because con¬ 
tinually and rapidly Increasing appropria¬ 
tion* will be n»»e©s*nry for th* proper 
rare of this exceedingly Important In¬ 
terest of the nation, a^d they can and 
should be offset by returns from the na¬ 
tional forests. Tinder similar circum¬ 
stances th© forest possession* of other 
great nations form an Important source 
of revenue to their Governments.

of thv necessity of work. Thl# changed 
attitude Is In part due to the policy re¬ 
cently pursued of reducing th© amount o: 
eutelatrnce to the Indian*, and Uiu* fenc¬ 
ing them, through rhtfer ncodeslty. to 
work for A livelihood. The policy, though 
aeverc, l* a useful one. but It Is to be 
cxerdfed only with Judgment and with a 
full understanding of the condition* wMcfo 
exlrt In each community for which k t# 
intended. Cm or near the Indian reserva¬ 
tion# there Is usually very little demand 
for labor, and if th-* Indiana ate to earn 
their Hiving, and when work ran not be 
furnlahed from outside (which !t always 
preferable), then It must be furnished b» 
the Government. Practical insiruction of 
t'nis kind wouJd In a fev. years result In 
the form9ng of habit* of regu ur Industry, 
which would render the Iiufian a producer 
and would effect a great reduction in the 
cost of hi* maintenance. 

It is commonly dr dared that the sow 
advance of the Indian* 1# due to tr.e un¬ 
satisfactory character of the men appoint¬ 
ed to take immediate charge of them, 
and to some extent this la true. While 
the standard of the employes in tho In¬ 
dian Service show* grrai improvement 
over t’hiit of bygone years, arid while ac¬ 
tual oorrupUon or flagrant dUhonesfv >g 
n«rw the rare exception. It 1* nevertheba< 
the foe* that the sa&rieci paid Indian 
agents are not large «muigh to all riot th* 
best men to that lUdd of w'ork. To 
aeshieve satl*facb»r>’*result* the official in 
charge of an Indian tribe should pqasegs 
the high qualifications which are re¬ 
quired In th© manager of a lxrg© burine*#. 
but only In exceptional oa*e* is It dos- 
*ibW to secure nu-n ot ouch t\^pe for tn-*j 
positions. Much better »er\»k5e, however, 
might be obtained from tho** now holding 
the places were It practicable to got out 
of tb©m the best that Is In them, and 
this should be dotw by bringing them con¬ 
stantly Into clorer touch wUn their su¬ 
perior officers. An ag«*/rt who ho# been 
content to draw bis salary, giving in ro- 
turn tbs Iea*t possllWe equivalent in ef¬ 
fort and service, may by proper treat¬ 
ment, by suggestion and encouragement, 
or persistent urging, tie stimulated to 
greater effort, and Induce! to tak* a nun*# 1 
active personal lntrr***t In hi# work.

A Field Asrletnnt Needed.*

of him, but there 1# no one with wnom

ftiy. Sueh a man would b© greatly en- 
ooui'aged and aided by personal contact 
with pome one whose Interest In Indian 
affairs and whose authority in the Indian 
Bureau were greater than his own. and 
Kwoh contact would be certain to arouse 
and constnntljv increase the interest he 
takes In hi:; work. s 

The distance which separate# the agents 
—the worker* In tho field—from the In¬ 
dian Office In Washington is a chief ob¬ 
stacle to Indion progress Whatever shall 
more closely unite these two branche* of 
the Indian Service, nnd shall enable them 
to oo-qporal# more heartily and more ef¬ 
fectively, wfiC be- for the Increased effi¬ 
ciency of the work and the betterment 
of the race for whose Improvement tho 
Indian Bureau was established. The ap¬ 
pointment of a field ajMdstant to the 0>m- 
mliwfloner of Indian Affairs would be cor- 
tain to insure this good end. Such an 
officlsl. If possessed of the requisite en¬ 
ergy and deep interest In Ihe work, would 
be a mnet «fficlem factor In bringing Into 
Closer relationship and a more direct 
union of effort the bureau In Washington 
and It# agent# In the field; and with the 
co-operatInn of Its branches thus secur¬ 
ed the Indian Bureau wouM. In m©a«ure 
fuller than ever before. lift up the savage 
toward that self-help nnd self-reliance 
which constitute the man.

In his annual message-of 1399 he again 
colled attention to this ‘recommendation, 
quoting U, and stated further: 

"I now renew this recommendation, a# 
the Importance of the subject lias stead¬ 
ily grown since It was first submitted to 
you. and no time should be lost Jn study¬ 
ing for ourselves the resource# of this 
great field for American trade and enter¬ 
prise.’’ 

The Importance of securing proper tnfor- 
motion .and data with a view to the en¬ 
largement of our trade with Asia is undl- 
minlshed. Our consular representatives 
In China have strongly urged a place for 
permanent display of American products 
In some prominent trade center of that 
empire, under Government control and 
management, as un ©fifettUv© mean# of ad¬ 
vancing our export trade therein. I call 
the attention of the CongreiM to the de¬ 
sirability of carrying out these sugges¬ 
tions.

Immigration. 


In dealing with the questions of immi¬ 
gration und naturalization it 1# indispens¬ 
able to keep certain fact# ever before th# 
mimls of |Jio#e who share in enacting th# 
laws. First und foremost, iet us remem¬ 
ber that the question of being a good 
American has nothing whatever to do 
with a man’s birthplace any more than it 
has to do with hi# creed. In every gener¬ 
ation from the time this Government was 
founded men of foreign birth have stood 
in the very foremost rank of good citfe 
senshlp. and that not merely In one but In 
every field of American activity; while to 
try to draw a distinction between the 
man whose parent# come to this country 
and tho man whose ancestors came to It 
several generation# back Is a mere ab- 
surrftty. Good Americanism la a matter 
of heart, of conscience, of lofty aspira¬ 
tion of sound common sense, but not of 
birthplace or of creed. Th© medal of 
honor, the highest prize to be won by 
those who serve hi the army and th© navy 
of th© United 8tate». decorates men born 
here, and It also decorates men born In 
Great ‘Britain and Ireland. In Germany. 
In Scandinavia, In France, and doubtless 
In other countries also. In th# field of 
statesmanship In the field of business. In 
the field of philanthropic endeavor. It Is 
equally true tharamong the men of whom 
w© nre most proud a# Americans no dis¬ 
tinction whatever can be drawn between 
those who themselves or whose patents 
came over In sailing shin or steamer from 
across the water and trvose whose ances¬ 
tor# stepped ashore Into the wooded wil- 
derness at Plymouth or at the mouth of 
the Hudson, the Delaware or the .Tamos 
nearly three centuries ago. No fellow- 
eltixen of ours Is entitled to any peculiar 
regard because of the w*ay In which ho 
worships hi# Maker or because of the 
birthplace of himself or hi* parents, nor 
should he be In any way discriminated 
against therefor. Bach must stand on 
his worth a* a man and each la entitle! 
to bo Judged solely thereby. 

There 1# no danger of having too many 
Immigrants of the right kind. It makes 
no difference from wdiat country they 
come. If they ar© sound In body and In 
mind. and. above all. If they are of good 
character. #0 that we can rest assured 
that their children and grandchildren will 
be worthy follow-citizens of our children 
and grandchildren, then w*> should w<;« 
come them wfth cordial hospitality.

Naturalization. 


Th© attention of th# Congress should be 
especially given to the currency question, 
and that tho standing committees on the 
matter In the two houses charged with 
the dutv. take up the matter of our cur. 
renev and see whether It l# not possible to 
secure an agreement In the business world 
for lettering »he system; the committees 
should consider th© question of the retire¬ 
ment of the greenbAcke and the problem 
of securing In our currency such elasticity 
as Is consistent with aafety. Every sil¬ 
ver dollar should be made by law re¬ 
deemable in gold nt the option of the 
holder. 

Merchant Marine. 

I especially commend to your Immediate 


-But the citizenship of this country 
should not be debased. L is vital that 
we should keep high the standird of we.l- 
belng among our wage-workers, nrd. 
therefore, w© should not admit ma^se# of 
men whose standards of living and who*# 
peroral custom und bablls are such that 
they tend to lower the level of the Amer¬ 
ican wage-worker; and abov«* ad, we 
should not admit any man of an un¬ 
worthy type, any man concerning whom 
wo can ny that he will himself be a bad 
citizen. #r that his children and grand¬ 
children will detract from instead of add¬ 
ing to the sum of the good citizenship of 
tho country’. Similarly W”e should tako 
the greatest care about naturalization. 
Fraudulent natura^xatlon, the naturaliza¬ 
tion of 1mpro|*er person#. Is a curse to 
our Government, and it I# th# nffalr of 
every honest voter. Wherever born, to sec- 
that no fraudulent voting is allowed, that 
no fraud In connection with naturaiisa- 
tlon Is permitted 

In the past year the cases of false, 
fraudulent and Improper naturalization of 
alleiiB omdng to the attention of the ex¬ 
ecutive branch## of the i?ov©rnnv?nt h&v# 
Increased to a-n alarming degree. Ext#n- 
slvr ##Lw Of forged o**rtlflrares of natural¬ 
ization have been discovered, ns well nn 
many case© ot naturalization #ectited by 
perjury and fraud; und »n addition. In- 
MamuM haw accumulated showing that 
many court# Issue certificates of natnrall- 
Zration cardesaly and upon Insufficient ev* 
lden*ce. 

Under the <’on*»i4tutlon It Is In the power 
of (fongra*# "to establish a uniform ml# 
u 1 * naturalization," And numerous laws 
have from time to time bean enacted for 
that purpose, Which have been supple¬ 
mented In a few State# by State laws 
having zpeelaJ application. The Federal 
Statutes permit naturalization by any 
court of record In th© United Slates hav¬ 
ing common-lnw Jurisdiction and a 
and c.erk. except the Folio© Court of th# 
District of Columbia, and nearly all theai 
court# exerah*© this Important function. 
It result# that where »o many courts of 
such varying grades have Jurisdiction 
thera Is a lack of uniformity in the rule# 
applied In conferring naturalization. Some 
courts are strict and other# lax. An alien 
who may secure naturalisation In one 
pine© might be denied It In another, and 
the liviettt of the tronsti tut Iona! provlaron 
is Jn fact defeated. Furthermore, th# 
certificates of naturaJlzaitlon issued by th* 
courts differ widely In wording and np- 
pt a ranee, nnd when they arw bjougnt 
Into use In foreign oountries, are frequent¬ 
ly subject to lufpklon. 

Laws Should Be Revised. 

There should b© a comprehensive rev Is* 
Ion of the naturalization htws The court# 
having power to naturalize should b# 
definitely named hy national authority; 
the testimony upon wtdeh naturalization 
may be conferred shoultf be definitely pre¬ 
scribed; publication of impending natural¬ 
ization applications should b*» required In 
advance of their hearing in court; th# 
form and wording of all certificate# 1#-. 
sued should he uniform throughout th#\ 
country and th© courts should W requir¬ 
ed to ‘make returns to the Secretary of 
State at stated period# of all naturaiiza- 
tions conferred 

Not ordy are the law* relating to natu¬ 
ralization now defective, but those relat¬ 
ing to citizenship of th# United States 
ought also to be made th# subject of 
scientific inqu’ry with a view to proba¬ 
ble further !©gh»!oti«>n By what nets ex¬ 
patriation may fee assumed to have been 
accomplished, how long an American 
citizen may re#Kl© abroad and receive 
the protection of our passport, whether 
any degree of protection should be ex¬ 
tended to one wno ha# made th© declara¬ 
tion of intention to become a citizen of 
the United States but has not secured 
naturalization, are questions of serious 
Import, involving personal rights and 
often producing friction between this 
Government and foreign governments. 
Yet upon these questions our laws nr* 
sll«nt. I recommend that an examina¬ 
tion l>© made Into the subjects of citizen¬ 
ship. expatriation and proteetlon of 
Americans abroad, with a view to appro¬ 
priate* legislation

Corruption In Elections. 

The power of the Government to proteat 
the integrity of the ©lections of Us own 
offic'al# is inherent and ha# been reeog. 
nlzed and affirmed hy repeated declara¬ 
tions of the Supreme Court. There 1# no 
enemy of free government more i|angr*r- 
ou# and none #0 Insidious a* th© corrup¬ 
tion of the electorate. No one defends or 
excuses corruption, and It would seem 
to follow that none would oppose vig¬ 
orous measure# to ©radicate It. I rec¬ 
ommend the enactment of a law directed 
against bribery and corruption in Fed¬ 
eral elections The detn’t# of stnfe a law 
mny be safely >ft to the wise discretion 
of the Congress, but it should go <v© far 
a# under the Constitution lt is possible la 
go, and should include severe penalties 
against him who gives or receive# u 
bribe Intended to influence hi# act or 
opinion a# an elector; and provisions for 
the publication not only or the expend¬ 
itures for nominations and elections of 
(ul candidates, but ulso of ail coatribu- 
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lion* received and expenditures made by 
political committees.

Delays In Criminal Prosecutions. 


N'o subject Is better worthy the intention 
of tho UongTeiis than that iwrt'on of the 
report of tho Attorney General dealing 
wlUi the Ions delays and the great ob¬ 
struction to justice experlrured in the 
cases of Beavers. Green end Gsvnor and 
ftenson. Wer* these isolated and special 
cases, 1 should not call your attention to 
them; hut the difficulties encountered ns 
regards these men who have been indict, 
ed for criminal practices ore not excep¬ 
tional; they are precisely s.mllar In kind 
to what occur* again and again In the 
of criminals who have sufficient 
means to enable them to take advantage 
of a system of procedure w hich has grow n 
tip in the Federal courts and which 
amounts in effect to making the law easy 
of enforcement against the man wrho has 
ho money, and difficult of enforcement, 
oven to tho point of sometimes semiring 
Immunity, os regards tho man who has 
money, in criminal cases the writ of the 
United States should run throughout its 
borders. The w heels of justice should not 
l>o clogged, as they havo been clogged In 
the cates above mentioned, where it has 
proved absolutely impossible to bring the 
accused to the place appointed by the 
Constitution for his trial. Of recent years 
thero has been grave and Increasing com¬ 
plaint of the difficulty of bringing to jus¬ 
tice those criminals whose criminality. In¬ 
st •id of bring against one person in the 
republic, is against all persons In the re¬ 
public, because it Is against the republic 
liecif Under any circumstance and from 
the very nature .ff the case it I*, often ex¬ 
ceedingly difficult to secure proper pun¬ 
ishment of those who have been guilty 
Of wrongdoing agnlnat the Government. 
By the time tlto offender can b* brought 
Into court the popular wrath against him 
fcss generally aiibsJded; and there is Jn 
mopt instances very slight danger indeed 
of any prejudice existing in tho minds of 
the.Jury against him. At present the In- 
t.-resis of tho Innocent man are amply 
safeguarded; but the Interests of the Gov¬ 
ernment, Uittt Is. the Interests of honest 
administration, that Is tho Interests of the 
people, are not re ognixed as they should 
O' No subject better warrants the atten¬ 
tion of the Congress. Iud-ed, no subject 
barter warrants the attention of tho beneh 
and the bar throughout the Untied Slates.

Tlie Resources of Alaska. 


Alaska, like nil our Territorial acquisitions, 
has proved resourceful beyond the expec¬ 
tations of those who mode the purchase. 
Jt has become tho home of many hardy. 
Industrious, and thrifty American citizens. 
Towns of u permanent character have 
beer, built. The extent of Its wealth In 
mineral*, timber, fisheries and agriculture, 
while great, 1« probably not comprehend¬ 
ed yet In any just measure by our pe«». 
pie. \Vr» do know', however, that from a 
very email beginning it* product* havo 
grown until they are n steady and ma¬ 
terial contr.b it.on to the wealth of the 
nation. Owing to the Immensity of Alaska 
and Its location in the far North, it !s a 
difficult maun* to provide many things 
client lot to Its growth and to tho happi¬ 
ness and comfort of its people by private 
enterprise alone. It should, therefore, re¬ 
ceive reasonable aid from tho Govern¬ 
ment. The Government has already done 
excellent work for Alaska In laying cables 
nd building telegraph lines. This work 
as been done in the most economical and 
efficient way by the Signal Corp* of the 
army. 

in *ome respects it has outgrown Its 
resent laws. while in others those laws 
ave been found to be inadequate, in or¬ 
der to obtain information upon which 1 
could rely 1 caused an official of the De- 

f artment of Justice, in whose Judgment 
Jmve confidence, to visit Alaska during 
the past summer tor the purpose of ascer¬ 
taining how government is administet'ed 
there and what legislation is actually 
needed at present \ *tatement of the 
conditions found to exist, together with 
some recommendations and the reasons 
therefor, In which I strongly concur, will 
be found In the annual report of the At¬ 
torney General. In some instances I fee; 
that the legislation suggested Is so im¬ 
peratively needed that I am moved brief¬ 
ly to emphasize the Attorney General’s 
proposals.

More Power For the Governor.

Under the code of Alaska as It nowr 
stands many purely administrative pow- 

T rs and duties, including by far the most 
mportaut, devolve upon the District 
Judges or upon the Clerks of tho District 
Court acting under the direction of the 
Judges, while the Governor, upon whom 
these* powers and duties should logically 
fall ho* nothing specific to do except to 
make annual reports. Issue Thanksgiv¬ 
ing day proclamations and Appoint Jn- 
d an policemen and notaries public. I be¬ 
lieve It essential to good government In 
Alaska, and therefore recommend, that 
ihe Uongrees divest the District Judges 
and the clerks of Ihelr courts of the ad¬ 
ministrative or executive functions that 
they n<»w exercise and oast them upon 
the Governor. This would not be an In¬ 
novation; it would limply confonn the 
government of Alaska to fundamental 
principles. making the governorship a real 
instead of a merely nominal office, and 
leaving the Judges free to give thetr en¬ 
tire attention to their Judicial duties and 
tu the same time removing them from a 
great deni of the strife that now em¬ 
barrasses the judicial office In Alaska. 

I also recommend that the salaries of 
the District. Judges and D:strlct Attorneys 
Jn AluskA be increased *o ns to make 
them equal to those received by corre¬ 
sponding officers in the United Btatis 
alter deducting-the difference In the cost 
of living; that the District Attorneys 
should be prohibited from engaging in 
private practice; that United States Com¬ 
missioners Ik* appointed by the Governor 
of the Territory instead of by the Dis¬ 
trict Judges, and that a fixed salary be 
provided for them to take the place 
of tho discredited “fee system." which 
should be abolished In all offices; that a 
mounted constabulary be created to po¬ 
lice the territory’ opt side the limits of 
Incorporate towns—a vast section now 
wholly without police protection; and 
tliat some provision be made to si least 
lessen tho oppressive delays and costs 
that now attend the prosecution of ap¬ 
peals from- the District Court of Alaska 
There should be a drviskm of the existing 
judicial districts, and an Increase In the 
nuoibi r of Judge*.

Congressional Representation. 


Alaska should Iruve a Delegate in the 
Congress. Where |io.*%dh'.e the Congress 
should aid in tlie construction of needed 
w-aguu roAtle. Addltiiomil lighthouses 
aliouid be provided. Jn ray judgment, it 
ta e«f>eclally Important to aid in such 
manner as eefiua Juxt and feasible In the 
construction of a trunk line of railway 
to connect the Gulf of Alaska with the 
Yukon river through American territory. 
This would be most beneficial to the de¬ 
velopment of the resources of the Terri¬ 
tory. and to the comfort and welfare of 
it* people. 

Salmon hatcheries should be established 
In manv different Ptreams, so as to se¬ 
cure tho preservation of this valuable 
food tlnh. Sainton fisheries .and canneries 
shmrld be prohibited on certain of the 
rivers when* tho mass of those Indiarts 
dwell who live almost exclusively on fl*h 

The Alaskan natives are kindly Intel* 
llgent, anxious to learn, and willing to- 
work Those who have com© under the 
Influence of civilization, even for a lim¬ 
ited period, have proved their capability 
of becoming sell-sup porting. *»e If-respect- 
In* citizens. and uslc cnly for the just 
ettforccmwit of Irrw and intelligent in¬ 
struction ami supervision Other* liv¬ 
ing In rrroro remote r'-rions, primitive, 
slnvpl* hunters and fiShev folk, who know 
only the life of tho wood* and th«* waters 
nre lady bring confronted with twentieth! 
century civilization with all Its complexi¬ 
ties. Thetr country is lx*in„ overrun by 
•>.rangers, tho gUD* slaughtered and driv¬ 
en away. the streams depleted .t t flafo, 
and Milwrto unknown and fatal diseases 
bn.oight lo them, all of wOiiun r»sjSt Ir*.

Our Foreign Policy. 

In treating enrr foreign policy and of Uie 
atLtti.de that this great nation HhoulJ as¬ 
sume In the world at large. It i* abso¬ 
lutely neceosary to consider the army and 
navy, and the Congress, through which 
the thought of the nation find* Us ex¬ 
pression, should keep ever vividly in mind 
the fundamental f«x:t -that it is impossible 
to tr^at our foreign policy, whether this 
policy take* shape in the effort to se¬ 
cure Justitc* fo” others or Juatice for our¬ 
selves. save a* conditioned upon the atti¬ 
tude we are willing to take toward our 
army, and Tally toward our navy, 

it If* not merety mvwis*e. It is eontompG- 
l»je for a nation, as on individual, to use 
high-sounding longing* to proclaim Its 
purpose, or to take jxufitiors which are 
ridiculous If unsupported by potential 
force, and then to refuse to provide thin 
force. If there is no intention of pro¬ 
viding and of keeping the force peoeosary 
to back up a strong attitude, rhen It Is far 
better not to anunw inch on attitude. 

The stra-iy aim of this nation, as of 
all enlightened nation*, should be to strive 
to bring ever nearer the day when there 
shall prevail throughout the world the 
r*eace of justice. There are kinds of p*a«v 
which an* highly undesirable, which are 
in the lung rim os destructive as any war. 
Tyrants and oppressor* have many times 
mm!** h wilderness an] called it peace. 
Many time* peoples who wero slothful or 
tim'd or ahortslifh r*d, who had been 
enervated by ease or by luxury, or misled 
by fulee teaching*, have shrunk In un¬ 
manly fashion from doing duty that was 
stern ami that needed self-sscrlflce. and 
hav* sought to hide from their own mind* 
llielr shortcomings, their ignoble motive**, 
by calling them iove of peac*. The pea«'« 
of tyrannous terror, the peace of craven 
weakness, the peace o* Injustice, ali these 
should be shunned as wc tfhun unright¬ 
eous war. The goal to set before us «* 
a nation, the goal which should be set 
before all ntunkind. 1* the attainment of 
the peace of Justice, of the pence which 
comes when *nch nation l« not merely 
safe-guarded In its own rights, but ecru- 
puJcusly recognizes and performs its duty 
toward others. Generally peace tells for 
righteousness; but If there If confficr be¬ 
tween the two. then our fealty is due first 
to the onus** of righteousness Un¬ 
righteous wars ar-* common, nnd un¬ 
righteous P‘ace Is rare; but both should 
ho shunned. The right of freedom and 
the responsibility for rhe exercise of that 
right ramiot be divorced. One of our 
great poets hoa w**ll and finelv said that 
freedom is not a gift that tarries long hi 
the hands of cowards. Neitner doeg It 
tarry long In the hnnds of those to** sloth¬ 
ful. too dishonest, or too unintelligent to 
exercise it The eternal vigManee which 
1* the price of liberty must be exercised 
sometime* to guard against outside foes; 
although of course far more ofteti to 
guard against our own selfish or thought¬ 
less shortcomings 

• « • 

International Questions. 

If these self-evident truths are kept be¬ 
fore us. and only If they are so kept be¬ 
fore us, we snail have a dear Idea of 
what our foreign policy In Jts larger as¬ 
pect* should be. It Is our duty to retnem- 
»>er that a nation has no more right to 
do Injustice to another nation, strong or 
weak, than an individual has to do injus¬ 
tice to another individual; that the .same 
moral lam- applies In one onoe a* hi the 
other. But we mustt also remember that 
It la a* much the duty of the nation to 
guard It* own nights and Its own interests 
as it la *the duty of the IndividuuI to do 
so. Within the nation the individual hits 
now delegated this right to the Btate, 
that is. to the representative of all the 
Individuals, and it Is a maxim of the law 
that for every wrong there is a remedy. 
But in International law wo have, not 
advanced by any means ns far as we have 
advanced In municipal law. There Is us 
yet no Judicial way of enforcing a right 
in IntemaHionoil Jaw Wlien one nation 
wrong* another or wrong* many other*., 
there :* no tribunal befime which the 
wrongdoer ciut be brought- Either It la 
necessary supinely to acquiesce in the 
wrong, and thus put a premium upon bru¬ 
tality and oggrrcwion or tdse it is necea- 
k*u*v for the aggrieved nation valiantly to 
stand up for its rights. Until some meth¬ 
od 18 devised by Which there shall be a

barism Jn one h>rm or another. Under 
any <ircmnatance* a sufficient armament 
would have to be keT*t up to aerve the 
ptrrpoae of International police; and until 
Intent at tonal cohesion and the MOM A.* 
inierC 3 Jtional dtitles and rights or* tfi’ 
more advanced than At present, a nation 
devirou* both of souring respect for 11- 
seif ami of doing gv>*d to other* muat 
ha.ve a force adequate for the work wiuch 
it feels I* allotted to it ae It** part of 
the general w.>-ld duty Therefore it fol¬ 
lows that a aelf-nejapecling, Juet and foi- 
*e**ing nu-Uon should on the one itand en- 
dcav’ar by every means to aid in the de¬ 
velopment of the various movements 
which tend to provide substitutes for war. 
which tend to render raitlonw in their ac¬ 
tions toward one another, and indeed to- 
wanl their own people, more responsive 
to the general sentiment of humane ami 
civilized mankind; and on the other rufnd 
that it. should keep pwuxrd. whjie eciu- 


aml In endeavoring to circumscribe the 
theater of war In the Far Boat, nnd to 
secure the open door In Uliina, we have 
acted In our own interest ns well ns In the 
Interest of humanity at large There nr*-, 
however, cases in which, while our own 
interests are not greatly Involved, strong 
iibpeni Is made to our sympathies. Or¬ 
dinarily it is very much wiser and more 
useful for its to concern ourselves with 
striving for our own moral and material 
betterment here at home than to concern 
ourselves with trying to belter the coti- 
ditlon of thing* In other nations. We hav<* 
plenty sins of our own to war against, and 
under ordinary dreumatahees we can do 
more for the general uplifting of humani¬ 
ty by striving with heart and aotd to put 
a stop to civic corruption, to brutal law¬ 
lessness and violent race prejudices here 
at homo than by passing resolutions about 
wrongdoing elsewhere. Nevertheless there 
are occasional crimes committed on ao 
v no t a scale and of aurh peculiar horrors 
as to make n* doubt w’hetner It la not our 
manifest duty to endeavor nt least toahow* 
our disapproval of the deed and our sym¬ 
pathy with those who hnve suffered by It. 
The ca*e* must be extreme In which such 
a course- is justifiable. There must be no 
effort made to remove the mote from our 
brother’s eye if we refuse to remove th»» 
h-'ttm from our own. But in the extreme 
case* action may be JttstUinble nnd proper. 
What form the action shall take must de¬ 
pend upon the circumstance uf the cose; 
that I*, upon the d»*grae of the atrocity 
and upon our power to remedy It. The 
cases In which we could Interfere by force 
of arms as we Interfered to put a stop to 
Intolerable conditions In (Juba are neces¬ 
sarily verv few. Yet It Is not to be ex¬ 
pected that a people Ilk#- ours, which In 
spite of certain very obvious shortcom¬ 
ing!*. nevertheless as a whole shows by Us 
consistent practice lt« liellef In the prin¬ 
ciples of civil and religious liberty ami of 
orderly freedom, a people among whom 
even tho w’orst crime, like the crime of 
lynching, is never more than sporadic, ao 
that Individuals and not Hasses arc mo¬ 
lested In their fundamental rlghts-it is 
Inevitable that such a nation should de¬ 
sire eagerly to give expression to its hor¬ 
ror on iui occasion like that of the mas¬ 
sacre of the Jews In ICiahenef, or w-hen 
It witnesses fetch systematic and long-ex- 
t ended cruelty and oppression as tho 
cruelty and oppression of which the Ar¬ 
menian* have been ths victims, and 
which have won them the indignant pity 
of tho civilized world

Rights of American Citizens Abroad. 

Even where It Is not possible to secure 
In oiher nations the observance of the 
principles which we ac *ept a* axiomatic, 
it f* necessary for us flrmly to Insist 
upon the rights of our own nltlzenti with¬ 
out regard to their creed or race; with¬ 
out regurd to whether they were born 
here or born abroad. It lias proved very 
difficult to secure from Russia the right 
for our Jewish fellow-citizen* to receive 
passport* and travel through K**sian ter¬ 
ritory*. Such conduct Is not only unjust 
and Irritating toward u*. but It I* diffi¬ 
cult to *ee its wlmVom from Russia’s 
standpoint No conceivable good is ac¬ 
complished by It. If an American Jew or 
an American Christian misbehave* hlpi- 
self In Russlo ho can at once be driven 
out; but the ordinary American Jeiv, like 
the ordinary American Christian, would 
behave Just about u* lie behave* here, 
that is. behave as any good citizen ought 
to behave; and where this I* the case It 
Is a wrong against wtitich we are entitled 
to protest to refuse him his p*»*port 
without regard to his conduct and charac¬ 
ter, merely on racial and rellgloua 
grounds. In Turkey our difficulties arise 
lee* from iTmT w*ay In which our citizens 
are sometime* treated than from the in¬ 
dignation Inevitably excited In seeing such 
r**arful misrule ms has been witnessed 
both in Armenia and Macedonia.

In pursuance of this policy I 
shall shortly lay before tb* Senate treaties 
of arbitration with all Power* which are 
willing to enter Into these treaties with 
us It is not possible at this period of 
the world’* development to agree to arbi¬ 
trate all matter*, but there are many 
matter* of possible difference* between \ij 
ami other nations which can be thus ar¬ 
bitrated Furthermore, at the request of 
tho lnt*r]arliomotitary Union, an emt- 
nent body composed of practical states¬ 
men from all countries. 1 have naked the 
Pow # er» to Join with this Government In 
a second Hague conference, nt which H 
is hoped that the work already so happily 
begun at The Hague may be carried 
pome step* further toward completion. 
This carries out the desire expressed by 
the first lingua conference itself.

AT SEA LEVEL 


The strong arm of rhe Government lu 
enforcing respect for Its Just rights lu In¬ 
ternational tmiuers i* the nuvy of tha 
United States. 1 most earnestly recom¬ 
mend that there be no halt In the work 
of upbuilding the American navy. There 
Is no more patriotic duty before us as a 
people than to keep the navy adequate to 
the needa of this countrv’s position. We 
have undertakes) to build the Isthmian 
canaT - We have undertaken to secure for 
ourselves our Just share In the trade of 
the Orient. We have undertaken to pro¬ 
tect our citizens from Improper treatment 
in foreign lands. We continue stradlly to 
tofilst on the application of the Monroo 
Doctrine to th«* Wortern Hemisphere Un- 
l^s* our altitude in these and all similar 
matter* 1* to be a mere boastful sham we 
cannot afford to abandon our rtaval pro¬ 
gramme. Our voice is now potent for 
peace, and is so jiotent because we are not 
afraid of war. But our protestatlcn* upon 
behalf of peace would neither receive uor 
deserve th-* slightest attention if we were 
impotent to make them good. 

The war wbloh now unfortunately rage* 
In the Far Fuse bus emphasized In strik¬ 
ing fashion the new possibilities of nsvwi 
warfare. The leu so ns taught are botii 
strategic and tucticui. and are polltlcnl 
Ma well as military. The experiences of 
t1>e war have frtimvn In conclusive fashion 
that while sea-going und sva-keeping tor¬ 
pedo destroyers are Indlspenmb’.e, the 
fast lightly-armed and armored cruisers 
very useful, yet that the main reliance, 
tire main standby, in any navy worthy 
titio name must be the great bottleahlps. 
heavily armored and heavily gunned. Not 
a Russian or Japanese battleship hua bfeu 
sunk by a torpedo boat <rr by gun fire, 
u-hlle among the less protected ships, 
cruiser after cruiser has been destroyed 
whenever the hostile squadrons have got. 
ten within range iff one another's wmp- 
There will a»waVs he a large field 


of usefuln*-as for cruisers, especially of 
the more formidable type. We need to 
Increase the number of torpedo boat de¬ 
stroyers. paying lee* heed to thalr having 
a knot nr two extra speed than to their 
capacity to keep the *<ms for weeks, and 
If necessary, for months ai a time. It I* 
wiae to build submarine tor|wd.* boats, 
a* under certain circumstances they m’gljt 
he very useful. But most of all w r e need 
to rontlmie building our fi*et of battle¬ 
ships. or ships so powerfully armed that 
they can Inflict the maximum of dam¬ 
age upon our opponents, nnd so well pro¬ 
tected that they can suffer u severe ham¬ 
mering lu return without fatal impair¬ 
ment of their ability to fight and maneuv¬ 
er. Of course, ample mean* must be pro¬ 
vided for enabling the personnel of lb * 
navy to be brought to the highest point 
of efficiency. Our great fighting ehip* 
and torpedo boat* must be ceaselessly 
trained and maneuvered In squadron*. 
The officers and men can only learn their 
trade thoroughly by ceasel^s* practice on 
the high seas. In the event of war It 
would be far beater to have no ships at 
ull than to hay's ships of a poor and in¬ 
effective type, of ships which, however 
good, were yot manned by untrained und 
unskilWl crews. The best officer* and 
rmn In a poor ship couid do nothing 
i)gainst ftilrly good opponent*, und on the 
othar hand, a modern warship ts useless 
uriles* the officers and m**n aboard her 
)ULve become adepts in their dutie*. Tho 
mark*mnn»hlp in our navy ha* improved 
in an extraordinary d*?gr*e during the 
last thr e \+ar*. nrd on the whole th~ 
t>T** of our battleship* are improving, 
bur rmu'to remains to be done. Kroner or 
later we will have to provide for some 
method by which theTo will be promo¬ 
tion* for merit as well as for Fenlorlty, 
or eU*e retirenKsnt of all those who after 
a certain age have ruil advanced beyond 
a certain grade, while no effort must Tv* 
spared tq make the service attractive to

The Philippiae Islands. 

In the Philippine Islands the-e has !»** n 
during tho past year a continuation or 
tho steady progress which has obtained 
ever since our ^roopa definitely got ino 
upper hand of the insurgents. The rnn- 
Ippine people, or. to apeak more accurate¬ 
ly. the many tribes. Mini even races, sun¬ 
dered from one another more or b’** 
sharply, who go to mnk-a up the people 
of tho Philippine islands, contain many 
element? which wo have n right to hope 
stand for progress At present they are 
utterly Incapable of existing In »bde¬ 
pendence at all or of bunding up a civili¬ 
zation of their own I firmly believe that 
we can help them to r*e higher anu high¬ 
er In the scale of civilisation and of ca¬ 
pacity for self-govornment. and I moat 
©amostly hope that in the end they will 
h« able to siund. If tiot entirely alone, yet 
In some such relation to the United States 
a* (hiba now stands. This end is not yet 
in sight, and It may be Indefinitely post¬ 
poned if our people are foolish enough to 
turn the attention of the Filipinos away 
from the probleme of achieving moral and 
material prosperity, of working for a 
Etoble orderly and Just government, and 
toward foolish and dangerous Intrigue* for 
a complete Independence for which they 
are a* yet totally unfit. 

On the other hand our peop.e must 
keep steadily 1*»fore their minds the fact 
that the Justification for our stay in the 
Phllipip'nes must ultimately rest chiefly 
upon the good we are able to du In tin* 
Inlands. 1 do not overlook the fact that 
In the development of our interests in 
the Pacific ocean and along Its coast*, 
the PWWtppdnea have played and will |day 
an Important part, and that our lnter«?^t» 
have been served In more than otu* way 
by the posses id on of the Islands. But our 
chief reason for continuing to hold them 
must Lc that we ought in good faith to 
try to do our chare of the world’s work, 
and this particular piece of work ha* 
been Imposed upon us by the result* of 
the war with Spain. Tho problem pre¬ 
sented to us In the Philippine Island* Is 
akin to. but not exactly like, the prob¬ 
lems presented to the other great civil¬ 
ized* Pow'ens which have possessions In 
tiie Orient. There ara points of resem¬ 
blance In our work to the work which 
lielng done by the British In India and 
Egypt, by the French in Algiers, by the 
Dutch In Java, by th*» Russians In Turkes¬ 
tan. by the Japan***- In Formosa; but 
more distinctly than any of these Powers 
we are endeavoring to develop the na¬ 
tive* themeHvc* no that they shall take 
an ever-Increasing Khare in their own 
government, and fnr a« In prudent we 
are airandy admitting theii representa¬ 
tives to a governmental equality with 
our own. There are Uornmlsslontra. 
Judge* and Governors in-the island* Who 
are Filipinos and who have exactly the 
mm© share fn the government of the 
is ands as have thHr colleagues wlm are 
Americans, while In til© lower rank*, of 
course, Ihe great majority of the public 
servants are Filipinos. 

• • • 

Experiment In Legislation. 

"Within two yenrs we shall b* trying the 
experiment of an HaHlve tower house In 
the Philippine I.*gLda!ure. It may be 
that the Filipinos will misuse till* legis¬ 
lature, and they certainty will misuse it 
If they arc misled by foolish person* here 
at home into starting an jgiration for 
t’beir own Independence or into any fac¬ 
tious or Improper action. In such cu*e 
they will do Ihemsdve* no good, and Will 
<ptmp for the time being all further **fTort 
to advance them and give th**m a greater 
share In thHr own government. But if 
thev act with wisdom and nelf-restralnt. 
If they abow that they are capable of 
electing a I legislature wMrh in its turn 
Is capable of taking a sane and ♦•fficteni 
part In the actual work of government, 
rhey can rest at»ureii that a full and In- 
crcaaiug measure of recognition will be 
given tn*m. Above all. they should re¬ 
member that ttiMr prime need* are moral 
and !ndnatnul. nut political. It is •» good 
thing to try the experiment of giving 
them a LegiMoturc. nut It 1* a far better 
thing to give them acirool*. good ruad-^. 
railroads which will enable th»*m to gel 
their producta to market, honest courts, 
an honevt and efficient <x>n*tabulary. ami 
ali that t»*nds lo produce order. 
fair dealing a* betwneen man and mitn. 
and habits of Intelligent Industry and 
thrift- If they are safeguarded against 
eppre-smion, and If their real wants, ma¬ 
terial and spiritual, are studied Intelli¬ 
gently and In a spirit of friendly sympa- 
thv. much more good will be done them 
than bv any effort to give them politics 
power, though this effort may in Us own 
proper time and place be proper enough. 

* • 0 

A High Official Standard. 

Meanwhile our own people should re¬ 
member that there !» need for the high¬ 
est standard of conduct among the 
American* sent to the Philippine Islands, 
not only among the public servants, but 
among the private Individual* who no to 
them. It Is because I feel this so deeply 
that In the administration of these Is¬ 
land* 1 have positively refused to perm t 
any discrimination whatsoever for polit¬ 
ical reason* and have Insisted that in 
choosing tho public servants consideration 
should be paid solely to the worth of the 
men chosen uiul to the need* of the is¬ 
lands. There is no higher body of men 
In our public service than we have In the 
Philippine Islands under Gov Wright and 
his associate*. So far us possible these 
m-n should be given a free hand, nnd 
their HUggcetlona should receive the 
hearty backing both of the Executive and 
of the Congress. There Is need of a vigi¬ 
lant nnd disinterested support of our pub¬ 
lic servant* In the Philippines by good 
citizen* here in the United State* Un¬ 
fortunately hitherto those of our people 
here at home who have specially claimed 
to be the c hamplons of tho Filipinos have 
In realltv been their worst enemies. This 
will continue to be tin* ca*o a* long an 
they strive to make the Filipinos Inde¬ 
pendent und stop all industrial develop¬ 
ment of the Island* by crying out against 
the laws which would bring It on the 
ground that capitalist* mtm not "ex¬ 
ploit" the :sla«i<1».’ Such proceedings are 
not only unwise, but ore most harmful 
to the Filipinos, who do not need inde¬ 
pendence at all but who do need good 
inws good public servant* and the In¬ 
dustrial development that can only come 
if the investment of American and foreign 
capital In the island* is favored In all 
legitimate ways 

Every measure taken concerning the 
Islands should be taken primarily with a 
view to their advantage. We should cer¬ 
tainly give them lower tariff rat*s on 
their export* to the United States; If this 
Is not done It will be a wrong to extend 
our shipping laws to them. I earnestly 
hope for the immediate enactment into 
itw of the legislation now ponding to en¬ 
courage American capital to seek lriv«*s;, 
ment !n the island* In railroads. In fac¬ 
tories. In plantations and In Limbering 
and mhdng.

Engineers To Give Estimates. 


The engineers of the Canal Commis¬ 
sion will present an estimate within the 
next alx months or a year, which will 
contain their recommendations as to 
the character of the cutting to be 
made. There are fifteen miles of calm I 
already completed by the French com¬ 
pany which can be utilized through the 
medium of a small amount of dredging 
and considerable widening. There are 
also hundreds upon hundreds of dump 
carts and other Items of machinery 
abandoned by the French company 
which can be utilized by American en¬ 
gineers. ' For the most part, however, 
new and improved machinery will be 
absolutely necessary, and the antiquat¬ 
ed contrivances of the French will be 
allowed to rust where they uow lie.

Want & Sea Level Canal. 


Although Congress has appropriated 
directly only $130,000,000 for the con¬ 
struction of the ranal. It is well un¬ 
derstood that lt will require a good 
deal mor* even If the sea level plan \ 
Is not adopted. If lt were merely a 
question of money, the disposition In 
Congress would be to order a sea level 
canal at once. If the engineers re¬ 
port In favor of such a canal Congress 
will adopt It without hesitation. Mem¬ 
bers of both houses are willing to wait 
a reasonable number of years for such 
an extension of the original plan of the 
canal, but they do not like to think 
of waiting twenty year* for a sea level 
ditch, whereas a satisfactory ship 
canal with locks probably could be con¬ 
structed in half that time. 

There ls an understanding now that 
the line can laid out on the general 
plan adopted by the French company, 
and that the work can progress for 
two or three years on the theory that 
a locked canal Is to be constructed. 
At the end of that time, lt Is wild, the 
engineers would be able to determine 
th* magnitude of the work nnd the 
seriousness of the problems to be solv¬ 
ed It would hot be too lata then, 
and in fact. It is said ihat It would be 
the best time to begin work on a *ea 
lev*! basis if that should seem feasi¬ 
ble.

Will Abrogate Railroad Contract. 

As preliminary to actual work on the 
canal the commission has recommend¬ 
ed that the President has decided that 
the old contract I bet ween the Penama 
railroad and the Pacific Mall Steam¬ 
ship Company should be canceled. Un¬ 
der that contract the Pacific MaII Com¬ 
pany wa« given a monopoly of the 
steamship carrying trade In connection 
with the railroad and practically It 
controlled th** business at each end. 
This steamship business will be thrown 
open to general competition, and the 
Panama railroad will be adopted as a 
government line, largely devoted to the 
construction of the canal, but receiv¬ 
ing commercial business on an equita¬ 
ble basis and without discrimination.

It may take the commission a year 
or longer to get the necessary data for 
the beginning of actual work on the 
canal. In the meantime, however, a 
great deal of preliminary work can 
be done. Some of the mistakes of 
the French engineers can be rectified, 
barracks cajt be erected for the work¬ 
men, modern digging machinery can 
be sent lo the Itrthmus, and a greut deal 
of labor performed of a character 
which will expedite the actual work 
when the commission has finished its 
plans. 

For all this preliminary work, as w-ell 
as for the policing and sanitation of the 
canal Itself, a larg^ amount of money 
will he needed, and this will be sup¬ 
plied. lit all probability, by the period¬ 
ical *ales of United States 2 per cent, 
registered and coupon bonds, redeem¬ 
able after ten years, and payable In 
thirty years from date of ls&ue. These 
bonds will be of the ordinary Federal 
character, but the law authorizing 
their use provides they must be Issued 
under popular subscription, so every 
one with a few hundred dollars will 
have a chance to Invest hi* earnings 
In the greut canal acr*x*s the isthmus 
of Panama.

Public Debts. 

Large public die bis are, comparatively 
speaking, a modern, luxury. The an¬ 
cient world wa* much devoted to war. 
tire greajt cause of national debt, but It 
was obliged to pay ns U rwent in a larg¬ 
er degree or not pay at all, for credit 
was then limited. At the beginning of 
the Napoleonic wars, a little more than 
a century ago, the public dgbis of the 
world were no more than two and u 
half, billions of dollars. 

The Russo-Japanese War has not only 
added ^to the debts of th< # belligerents, 
but it has helped to Incite other na¬ 
tions to go farther in the tendency to 
contract debts to maintain great ar¬ 
maments. The result of this Is that the 
public debt of the natlohs has reached 
111 - enormous aggregate of $32,500,000,000, 
the largest figure ever yet attained. 

Prom 1793 to 1848 the public debts of 
■the world Inc reaped only by about $0,- 
OOOj'dO.OOO. From 1848 to the pres?nit the 
lriMreaee has been $24,000,000,000, or 
about four times as fast os In the 
earlier period. There Is a limit to cred¬ 
it, of course, but it has not yet been 
reached, as most of the leading nations 
can still borrow all the money they re¬ 
quire. Modern statesmanship has 
achieved the doubtful triumph of mak¬ 
ing peace more costly than war was In 
earlier times. 


Abuse of Immigrant Laws. 

The official Immigration statistics 
show that 812.870 aliens were admitted 
during the current year. This is a de¬ 
crease of nearly 60,000, ns compared 
with the year previous. The report of 
Commissioner Sargent also states that 
there has been an improvement as to 
the moral. Intellectual and physical 
qualifications. More than one-hnlf the 
total embraced the Italian, Pole, 
©lav and Magyar races, elements 
by no means as desirable as the Anglo- 
Baxon, Celtic or Teutonic races. The 
commissioner renews his recommenda¬ 
tion for more stringent regulation to 
prevent the importation At contract la¬ 
bor. The great bulk of, the 
immlgrant-s, especially those of the 
Italian race, have for several years 
confined themselves to New York and 
the neighboring States of New Jersey 
and New England. And have found 
ready work in the subway and 
other Improvements where gang labor 
Is employed. The Slavs and cognate 
races are sent to the coal mines of 
Pennsylvania and other mining States 
with such evidence of prearrangement 
as tends to confirm the suspicion that 
they are imported through organized 
agencies under labor contracts, instead 
of being voluntary Immigrants. Other 
strong circumstantial evidence to the 
same end consists in the frequent re¬ 
ports of vessels sailing from New 
York for Italian and other ports 
laden, to the decks with this foreign ele¬ 
ment, indicating their return home 

after fulfilling their contract und bear¬ 
ing with them the wages earned, which 
will better their condition In their 

homes, but temporarily given up. 

The spirit of our laws is to encour¬ 
age the better class of immigrants who

of *tho minor topics treated—mny of 
them with convincing good sense— 
which would have occurred to no other 
President. 

There la less of the platitudinous 
moralizing than there waa in his mes¬ 
sage a year ago, this bping limited in 
the main to his preliminaries leading up 
to his recommendations regarding cap¬ 
ital and labor, immigration and citizen¬ 
ship, and our maintenance of big 
sticks, naval and military. 

Confronted by the deficit resulting 
from Republican extravagance, he 
sounds a brief warning against extrav- 
ogaisv. and plunges into his reflections 
as to the proper relations between capi¬ 
tal and labor, reflections which are us 
commendable this year as they were 
last, and will be as commendable next 
year as they will be next century. When 
he maker, a pragmatic descent we find 
that what be wishes is a stringent em¬ 
ployers* Liability law, medals of honor 
for heroic railroad men. block eignals 
for the railroads, a larger appropriation 
for carrying out the provisions of the 
safety appliance law, and investiga¬ 
tions and compilations by the Bureau 
of Labor covering tabor laws and labor 
conditions throughout the country, par¬ 
ticularly as bearing <jm the question of 
child labor. 

He has bomsiderable to eay on the 
subject of the great corporations, both 
In bis own words and In quotation, the 
gist of which that these corporations 
arc noceraary, but that they must be 
managed with due regard to the Inter¬ 
act of the public as a whole. “Where 
this can be done under ttoa pr*s**n;. 
law." he declares, “It murt be done. 
Where these laws come rhort others 
should be enacted to supplement them." 
The corporations will no doubt be sat- 
itffled with such admirable generalising 
aa that; the one apev lflc recommendation 
made being the endowment of the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission with 
authority to revise rates subject to 
revision by the courts. 

No part of this message, evldenily. was 
written with a more flowing pen thin 
that expounding our foreign policy, as 
he conceives It and proposes to make it 
—a policy which has already come to be 
known as his own, and which he clear¬ 
ly defines as extending -to the regulation 
of the affairs of our neighbors when in 
our opinion our neighbors Are not good, 
and which even extends to meddling in 
the internal affairs of any Power in 
any part of -the world—as In Russia’s 
treatment of the Jews—when those af¬ 
fairs are displeasing to ourselves. Hav¬ 
ing reaffirmed such a policy. It is log¬ 
ical that he should follow the reaffirm - 1 
a.tion with a demand for a larger and 
larger navy. Those of his fellow-citi¬ 
zens who have yeoffed a*t the imputa¬ 
tion that Mr. Roosevelt Is an unsafe 
President should not (Mil to read and 
study this part of his message. 

Other subjects Into which he enters 
wkh voluminous zest are forest reser¬ 
vations; insects, soils, crops, etc., as 
studied by the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment; Indian*; housing conditions, 
playgrounds, mothering, housewlfing 
and family-raising in the city of 
Washington. 

• Among his minor recommendations 


which will command general approval 
Is the enactment of a law against brib¬ 
ery and corruption in Federal elec¬ 
tions. and the direction of attention 
by Congress to the delays and ob¬ 
structions by which justice is cheated 
in criminal prosecutions. 

While there is much in this message 
that is not usually found Iri presidential 
messages, it is equally notable for the 
briefness with tfblch it touches on some 
of the things -that usually take up a 
great deal of te-paee in suoh documents, 
and for Its omission entirely of other 
matters which would be looked for in 
such a paper. Pensions, for Instance, 
occupy but five and one-half llnpg of 
nonpareil rpace (for which let us be 
duly thankful), while the long unre¬ 
deemed pledge of the Republics ns to 
reform the currency is dismissed with 
but little more attention—no more, in¬ 
deed. than is given to the desirability 
of providing punishment by the ca«t-o- 
nlne-talls for wife-boaters, and by no 
means as much as is devoted to the 
importance of authorizing the Presi¬ 
dent to establish game preserves where¬ 
by the wapiti may be saved from ex¬ 
tinction. 

But. while the wapiti is remembered, 
the wogglebug is forgotten or Ignored. 
So 1« the 'tariff. And It Is believed 
that the tariff Ip as well known and 
commands as much Interest among the 
people of the United' States as the 
wapiti. Moreover, it is believed that 
there are fully* as many people in the 
United States who think tariff legisla¬ 
tion is needed as there are people who 
think wapiti legislation Is needed. 

It would only be fair to say. how¬ 
ever, that tht present being a short 
session, the President may be with¬ 
holding hLs tariff recommendations 
until the meeting of the new Congress. 
Perhaps, for the same reason, he may 
be withholding his recommendations as 
to the proposition to seduce Southern 
representation. And, perhaps, again he 
may have no recommendation a to make 
on that proposition. Until he does give 
eome such expression or. at least, until 
there is a real attempt by Congress to 
enforce such a reduction, it w,ould be 
but common sense on the part of thus© 
Southern editors and speakers who are 
exciting them»?lves over the qtvetkin 


m-uah more modest proportions than 
this would imply; that it is rather be¬ 
nevolent, and educational than eco¬ 
nomic. It is treated under the two 
heads of “Domestic Weaving and Rug 
Making" and “The Arts and Crafts 
Movement." 

Under the first head it fs said that 
the domestic indtistry of spinning and 
weaving has ito a great extent disap¬ 
peared, and the making and weaving of 
bornen stuffs have gone out of 
fashion except In remote and isolated 
communities. The old custom survives 
in some degree among the Scandi¬ 
navians in the Northwest, a*nd among 
the native Americans who live in other* 
wise -primitive fashion Jn the moun¬ 
tains of the Sotnih. However, efforts 
have been made to revive the domestic 
textile Industry before It becomes a 
lost art. The revival has been mainly 
in the Southern mountains and In the 
hooked-rug industry among the hills of 
New England. 

In the South, we are told, these phil¬ 
anthropic efforts have been inspired 
by the excellence. In durability and 
beauty, of the old-time coverlets, which 
Are preserved In many mountain 
I homes. Numerous fp’c jn?m have 
been found In J£a tern Kentucky aud 
Tennessee. West Virginia, North Caro¬ 
lina and Georgia. The Fiench-fpeaking 
farmers of the Attakapas region of 
Southern Louisiana, descendants of 
the Acad Ian s. still adhere to the old 
Industry of hand-c&rdlng cotton-, spin¬ 
ning at home and weaving it on rude 
looms such as their ancestors used 
150 years ago. This work flourished 
during the Civil War. but declined aft¬ 
er Its close. More recently efforts 
hxve been made with som? success to 
revive it. Oo»Uonade suiting and soft 
flannel blankets are made. The lat¬ 
ter are sold as “Evangeline portieres;” 
the suitings bring $ 1.10 to $1 60 a yard. 
Various poinlts in the South are men¬ 
tioned tvvhere efforts have been made 
to revive the production of domestic 
fabrics. In Kentucky this has been 
done at Berea, Proctor and Hindman. 
The Church Mission Settlement, under 
the auspices of the Protestant Epis¬ 
copal Church, gives special attention 
to the Industrial training of boys and 
girls. A loom has been set up, and a 
lady residing oJt the mission makes ex¬ 
cellent coverlet a which sell ordinarily 
at $6 apiece. There is a carding ma¬ 
chine sixteen mdea away, at Bbone- 
vllle, but hand-carded yarn is consid¬ 
ered better. At the Dog Cabin Settle¬ 
ment, at Hindman, supported by the 
W. C. T. U., a century-<*ld loom has 
been set up. and plain fabrics and cov¬ 
erlets are mode. The settlement work¬ 
ers foster the Industry In various ways, 
partly by buying the products and 
telling them without commission. 

In concluding this part of his article. 
Dr. West admits that the revivol of 
domestic weaving Is of economic Im¬ 
portance only ms a means of providing 
employment, for persons living in rural 
d'isylcts and having Little else to oc¬ 
cupy their time during the winter 
months, and also for city people In¬ 
capable of supporting themselves at 
more difficult occupations. There is an 
ft/ppa»ren»tly increasing demand for 
hand-woven fabrics, notwithstanding 
their high cost ms compared with !

The women are almost unanimously 
against the sale of the chundi property 
nnd will to-dny begin an active cam¬ 
paign against the sale' by circulating 
petitions, setting forth that it is fer 
the best Intercuts of the church and for 
the greatest good to the work of spread¬ 
ing the Gospel that the church eland 
where It Is. A dozen women volunteered 
to Like the petition/* nrouml nnd solicit 
signatures and will start out early this 
morning with the papers. 

The meeting of-the Ladies’ Miss.on try 
Society of th© First Christian church 
xvas attended yesterday by nearly ev¬ 
ery woman who is a member of the 
congregation nnd the subject of the 
sale was discussed for several hours. 
Nearly every woman present expressed 
her views nnd noft a voice wus raised 
in favor of ekxrtng the deal. Some of 
the women w'ere disposed to think that 
some of the men of the church had ap 
penred too certain that the offer tvould 
be accepted and the suggestion that 
petitions bo circulated was made and 
promptly acted upon and volunteer* 
were called for to take charge of the 
petitions.

It is claimed that this year 
the conditions have absolutely changed, 
and that all of the copper, when shipped, 
weut directly to the consumer.”

If a certain plan for the whole- 
rale Importation of Chinee© coolies Into 
the United Stutes had not been discover¬ 
ed. not only Louisville but every other 
city In the country would have been over¬ 
run with Asiatics. 

•The plan, which was formulated by 
American, Chinese and Mexican mer¬ 
chants, was rather on a huge scale, and 
Involved the entry' Into the United States 
of 20.000 coolies. Th© Chinamen were to be 
brought Into Mexico, wh*re their queues 
were to he amputated. While their hair 
growing out in a civilized fashion the 
Chinamen were to be worked in gangs 
with Mexicans In this way the coolies 
were to be taught the Mexican language. 
Then, giving them Mexican names and 
iress. they were to be smuggled Into the 
nlted States. The conspirators had not 
overlooked their *id of it. They were to 
re l-I vo $500 from each Chinaman, which 
would run the profits up to llu.OOu.GOO. The 
Chinamen were to be delivered to bosa 
Chlrramen In the United States, who 
would control them until the $500 fee had 
been worked otU. It was a clever scheme 
and might possibly have been practical If 
It had not become known.”

WILL INSTITUTE TEST OF INDI¬ 
ANA LAW. 


ELECTION FOR JANUARY 14. 


A law of special importance to Ken¬ 
tucky eloping couples who go to Jeffer¬ 
sonville to get married is to be tested 
at Indianapolis to save Lewis Boyer, 
a farmer, whose home is near Nobles- 
ville, Hamilton county. Indiana, from 
going to the penitentiary on a convic¬ 
tion of perjury. Several days ago Boy¬ 
er went to Indianapolis with Charles 
E. Eller and Miss Nannia Shoemaker, 
both of whom are more than thirty 
years old, and made an affidavit on 
which a marriage license was secured. 
This specified that Miss Shoemaker 
had been a resident of 'Marion county 
thirty days previous to the granting of 
the license. 

The section of the statutes on the 
question haa never been fully passed 
on, and is as follows: “Such license 
shall not be Issued by the Clerk without 
the consent of the parent or guardian. 
Jf there be any. If the female be with¬ 
in the age of eighteen or the male with¬ 
in the age of twenty-one. When there 
Is no parent or guardian resident with¬ 
in the State, and the female has resided 
■within the county where the license is 
sought to be obtained for one month 
preceding such application, license 
may Issue/* 

It was on this section that the matri¬ 
monial traffic In Jeffersonville was 
broken up. but Circuit Clerk George W. 
Badger claims to have been given an 
opinion by Attorney General Charles 
W. Mille* that the section does not ap¬ 
ply as literally construed, and that a 
marriage license could not be denied 
because the female did not live in In¬ 
diana, and under this ruling the busi¬ 
ness has begun to prosper again. Judge 
Marsh while on the bench held the 
law did apply ns written, and re¬ 
fused to quash Information against 
Robert Salmon, of New Albany, who 
made an affidavit for a license. His 
case is still pending and Judge Mont¬ 
gomery has not had a chance to give 
an opinion.

TO SELECT BO AD SUPERVISORS. 

Election In Indiana January 14 Un¬ 
der New Law. 

An election will be held in Indiana 
January 14. concerning which but few 
people In the State, especially those liv¬ 
ing In the cities, have any knowledge. 
The election will be held to select road 
supervisors In all the country districts. 
Until a few years ago these officials 
were appointed by the Township Trus¬ 
tees. Six years ago the law was 
changed, providing that the Supervis¬ 
ors are to be elected on the township 
ticket every two years, all the voters 
of the township voting for the Super¬ 
visors. The last Legislature made a 
change In the law. and the one now In 
effect provides that no one is allowed 
to vbte for a Supervisor outside the 
road district in which that official Is 
to serve. This excludes all voters In 
incorporated cities and towns. 

The first election under the provis¬ 
ions of the new law will be held Jan¬ 
uary 14, and the Trustees, who go Into 
office January 1. will have the authority 
to select the voting places, one In each 
district, and also will designate the 
time for opening and closing the polls. 
The Trustee appoints the Inspector, 
who has the selection of two clerks, 
and these officers must serve without 
pay. No ballots are to be printed at 
the expense of the public, and the tick¬ 
ets must be furnished by the candi¬ 
dates or their friends, consequently the 
elections are conducted without cost 
whatever to the public.

The Boyer case Is to be pushed by 
relatives of Mrs. Eller, who assert she 
is insane, and advantage was taken of 
her condition to get hold of property 
which Is said to be worth about $6,000. 
Her father, Aaron Bhoemaker, beforo 
his death was treasurer of Hamilton 
county, Indiana, and was wealthy, his 
estate going to the present Mrs. Eller 
and her two brothers, William and 
Charles Shoemaker, each getting about 
$6,000. The brothers have already be¬ 
gun an action In Hamilton county. In¬ 
diana. to have M!rs. Eller declared In¬ 
sane, and have a guardian appointed 
for her. This will naturally annul the 
marriage if they are successful. 

The brothers are determined thkt 
Boyer shall be punished If there is any 
law* for so doing, which will bring a 
final decision on the law In question. 
Deputy Circuit Clerk Berner claims he 
asked Boyer the question if Miss Shoe¬ 
maker lived in Mhxlcm county, and 
Boyer replied that she did. Boyer's 
only defense is that he understood the 
deputy to ask him If he had been a 
resident of Hamilton county for thirty 
days, and if Miss Shoemaker lived 
there. Boyer rents a farm from Wil¬ 
liam Shoemaker, and Miss Shoemaker 
was boarding with him. Eller recently 
went to Indiana from North Dakota. 

Magistrate Stout performed (he cer¬ 
emony, and says he noticed Miss Shoe¬ 
maker answered all questions with a 
nod Instead of making reply. This Is 
accounted for by Eller, who says his 
wife has an impediment In her speech, 
and that her action was due to that. 
The brothers say It was because she 
was not mentally competent to answer 
the questions. 

Boyer is to be backed by the money 
of Mrs. Efl^r In case she is not declared 
Insane, and if sentenced to prison will 
Carry the case to the Supreme Court of 
Indiana for a finaJ hearing. w*hich will 
settle the question whether or not Ken¬ 
tucky couples have a right to marry in 
Indiana. 


DEVISING A MEANS 

Of Keeping Jeffersonville On Good 
Financial Basis. 

At a special meeting of the Jeffer¬ 
sonville City Council last night, called 
for the purpose of talking finances and 
deciding on some plan for bettering the 
present conditions eight of the twelve 
member? were prepent. 

Mayor Burtt went Into minute detail, 
explaining the expenditures for the 
past three years, reading from manu¬ 
script. In this he showed the assessed 
valuation was $3,371,195, while the av¬ 
erage collections for all purposes were 
$54,365 per annum. The disbursements 
average! $3S.£22. while the collections 
for general purposes were $34,979. He 
said he found that sixty cents on the 
$100 valuation for the interest fund 
brought in $19,1^7.40. while the Interest 
on the bonded Indebtedness \vas $13,430. 
At forty-five cents the revenue would 
br* 8I4.S90. 

The MaVor recommended that the 
tax levy be made as follows: General 
purposes. 51 on the $100 valuation; 
sinking fund, twenty-two cents on the 
$100 valuation; Interest fund, fortv-flve 
cents on the $100; to pay McHenry 
judgment, three eents. the lew is the 
sajne »« it has been. $1.70, but the Inter¬ 
est fund has been split to help pay In¬ 
terest on and to redeem city orders and 
to pay the McHenry Judgment. 

For an appropriation ordinance the 
following sums were recommended. 
Police and Jail, $5,100; fire department. 
S5.QOO: streets and alleys, $6,«k)0; light 
and gas, $7,000; books and printing 
$350; pest house. $500; ^omlngent $1 - 
200; park and City Hall ?;oC; wat .r 
^ orks. $6,200; salaries. $6,275, being a 
total of $38,3<o for the running expenses 
of the city, which Is an excess of the 
revenue, but the Mayor thought, this 
could be made up by Increasing the 
valuation in some instances. 

Stress was laid on the Tact that the 
railroads were not paying for lights at 
street crossings, ns the law requires 
Numerous other recommendations were 
made, and the Mayor said every effort 
must be made to reduce the floating 
order account and keep the expenses 
within the revenue. The report wns 
received, and ordered spread upon the 
minutes of the meeting.

The number of Louisville persons who 
have apparently disappeared from the 
face of the earth during the pazt few 
months is the largest on record, ac¬ 
cording to the police. The exact num¬ 
ber cannot be determined, for It Is cer¬ 
tain that the majority havfe not been 
reported to the police, strange oe that 
fact may seem. There were fifteen 
cases of mysterious disappearance re¬ 
ported during November. 

■ When two unknown male bodies were 
taken from the river a few* days ago, 
the num/ber of persons who went to the 
undertaking establishments in fear that 
they could identify one of the bodies 
as that of one of their friends or rel¬ 
atives, was a great surprise. It 1® es¬ 
timated that. In all, at least a thousand 
efforts at Identification were made. Of 
course the number of those missing is 
not that great, a& many persons were 
interested in each case. 

■ Not the slightest clew has ever been 
obtained In the case of Miss Ida Baron, 
whose disappearance Is enshrouded In 
an impenetrable mystery. Every pos¬ 
sible effort has been made, but at no 
time has anything that proved In the 
least successful been found. 

Malcom Norton, who left si note on 
the river bank at the foot of Seventh 
street, saying he hod committed sui¬ 
cide. has never been found, though It 
is believed that he Is not dead.

Inquiries From All Classes. 

‘People of all ages, sexes and condl 
tlons came here to took at the body/ 
said one of the undertakers, who had 
a body that was taken from the river. 
"Little children came, looking for their 
fathers; girls came looking for their 
brother*; wives came looking for their 
husbands; mothers for their sons, men 
for their brothers and men, women and 
children for their friends.

They see the body, and If they be worn, 
en, they fall into each other's arm* 
with sobs of Joy because It is not the 
loved one they have lost and hope is 
still theirs. 

'It wa« a revelation to me to eee how 
many persons are misrtng. Most of the 
searcher* said they had never report¬ 
ed the cases to the police because they 
hoped that the missing ones would 
come safely home. But the thought of 
suicide seem* to always fill the minds 
of a family when one of their number 
has disappeared. It Is an awful thing 
to think about all these people being 
gone and to think of the etrain through 
which their relatives are passing.**

Stephan did not re¬ 
new the quarrel and the Incident was 
allowed to close. Nlman and Stephan 
continued their work as if nothing had 
happened. It Is said, except that they 
were-not on speaking terms for the re¬ 
mainder of the day. Nlman gave no 
evidence of any permanent injury, but 
remained at hU post from the time of 
the trouble until ihe following Sunday, 
when he was stricken with paralysis 
that Afleoted almost hla entire body. 

Capt. Barney Duffy, at the head of 
the Salvage Corps, was not told of the 
difficulty until Nlman was stricken,And 
It la said that when he began an in¬ 
vestigation Sterhan was suspended. 

When Stephan was told that Nlman 
was In a dangerous condition he wan 
almost prostrated' by the shoc k and 
told Capt. Duffy wlmt hud happened, 
his version of the trouble differing 
from others only In the point that he 
insist* that Nlman had raised his hand 
to strike him before he cl»-»lt the b^ w.

CARTER DOES NCT RECALL 

Any Request To Appear Before the 
Committee of Five. ^ 

Helena. Mortt.'Dec. 6.—Former Sen¬ 
ator Thomas If. Carter, president of 
the National Commission of the t/>u- 
Islanst Purchase Fbcposltlon, made a 
brief reply to-day to the Interview with 
President Francis, of th*» exposition 
company, relative to charges of corrup¬ 
tion made in regard to about tnlrty- 
flve out of Bfi.OOC awards. He says 
he does not recall when any request 
was made to the com mission to appear 
before the committee of five, as stated 
by President Francis, and asserts that 
If such were the case the committee 
of five would assume the character 
of prosecutor when Its functions were 
quarl-Judical. After referring to the 
law In regard to mAklng awards. Pres¬ 
ident Carter says: 

“The rules governing the awarding 
of premiums provide flrat, for group 
Juries; second, department Juries, and 
third, a superior Jury. The law pro¬ 
vides that the awards shall b'» made 
by the Exposition Company and ap¬ 
proved by the National Commission. 
As I recall the charges on file do not 
apply to the superior Jury, but to the 
acting of persons connected with group 
Juries, and persons attempting to deal 
with them. When the company shall 
have made the awards and passed 
them to the National Commission for 
Us Approval, then, and only then, 
can th© commission properly be 
accused. I do not recall any request 
to the commission to appear before 
a Committee of five to present charges 
as stated by Mr. Francis, but If suc h 
boa been made, the commission could 
not assume the character of prose¬ 
cutor, when the low plainly imposed 
quasi-Judical function** on it in the 
matter of approving or disapproving 
awards made by the company.”

DECREASE IN BIRTH RATE 

IN CITIES OF GERMANY. 


Especially In the Larger Cities Has 
the Falling Off Been No¬ 
ticeable. 


Berlin. Dec. 6.—Official statistics cov¬ 
ering twenty-six years show a steady 
and noticeable decrease In the birth rate 
In the large cities In Germany, in spite 
of the fact that the marriage rate is 
higher than In cltjes of less than 100.000 
inhabitants and in the country. Berlin, 
which passed the two million mark In 
December, presents the heaviest de¬ 
crease In the birth rate. In the period 
from 1806 to \»00 It averaged 28.9 
against 44.0 from 1876 to 1880. The 
highest birth rate Is in the great Indus¬ 
trial centers. In Eseex the av¬ 
erage of 47.7, in Dortmund 47.3, 
in Dusseidorf 4L7, and in Cologne 
40.2. Tlie marriage rate is highest In 
Berlin, 21.9, and In the other great cit¬ 
ies It Is 18.21 per thousand. 

The statlerical bureau points out that 
this portends a considerable falling off 
In the national btnth rate.

curiosity. Mr. Bradford say* tn part: 

“Every cmrtrann'" room has It# old hand 
who remembers when the present favorites 
wen* emerging from reorgnnlMtlon and recelv* 
rnshlfui, and who will not admit that they are 
worth nwe now than when ibsy were telling 
at a fraction of their present prices. A f*w- 
month# ago he snsill name offhand a d-sten 
which ought to be sold out under a red flag. 
He w mb far too wise to h* deceived by the un¬ 
broken rooord of earnings and dlvldeiujs The 
preiense that values worn unaltered, and that 
sacrifice sales were a purchase, not for a tarn, 
but for Investment, might do for th* lambs, 
but not far him. He had his harvest In the 
rich man** panic of laet year, merrily hriping 
snb-» by tho av*rtnmJ*n©I by selling a little 
quicker than the man who was selling what 
ho owned, and thus making a bottomless mar¬ 
ket for tho owner to sell upon.

Fiscal Court Arranges New Method 
of Paying Magistrates For 
Road Supervision. 




The Fiscal Court decided yesterday t j j 
lease* the mineral rights, including 
those for oil and gas. of the Poor Farm, 
near Jcffersotitowo. *^1 15. Kline ha* 
stnK--k oil In that neighborhood and It 1 
Ls expected that a proposition will be 
received by the county to leasrt the I 
fight* to prospectors. The ternfs will: 
be $5 coah, $50 on each well sunk and 
a royalty of one-tenth of all products ’ 
secured by the lessor 
The court further resolved to abolish 


the system heretofore employed of 
compensating the magistrate* repre¬ 
senting the county districts for their 
work as road supervisors. They have 
each been receiving salaries of $50 a , 
month. It was decided to divide the 
county into two districts, and Magis¬ 
trates Shedburna and McKinley w re 
appointed committeemen of the East¬ 
ern Road district, and Magistrates 
Fegenbueh and Shively were appointed 
committeemen of the Western Road 
district. The two committees win meet 
when they have business relative to 
road administration to settle arid will 
receive $2 a day for their services. It 
will lay with them to decide the num- 
her of meetings they are to hold each 
month.
